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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Hon.  Thos.  R.  Marshall,  Governor  of  Indiana: 

We  herewith  respectfully  present  to  you  the  Sixty-fifth  Annual 
Keport  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind. 

The  Trustees  met  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  first  .Mon- 
day in  April,  in  conformity  with  the  law,  and  selected  A.  C.  Pil- 
kenton,  president ;  0.  D.  Odell,  vice-president ;  L.  M.  Dunlap,  sec- 
retary; and  F.  F.  Wiley,  treasurer. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  report  that  we  consider  the  School  to  Ix^ 
in  excellent  condition.  Since  the  completion  of  the  new  fire-proof 
dormitory,  a  great  deal  has  been  added  to  tlie  School  in  the  way 
of  safety  and  efficiency.  Tlie  improvements  refei*red  to  in  our  last 
report  to  you  have  proved  in  every  way  most  satisfactory.  We 
believe  that,  with  the  erection  of  the  auditorium,  for  which  the 
last  Legislature  provided,  the  School  will  be  provided  for  in  a 
worthy  and  complete  way.  Our  oversight  of  the  work  of  the  super- 
intendent and  teachers  during  the  last  year  leads  us  to  the  confi- 
dence that  it  has  been  done  with  great  faithfulness  and  efficiency. 
Serious  sickness,  although  threatened,  has  been  avoided  through 
the  promptness  and  care  of  those  in  charge.  We  believe  the  gen- 
eral results  along  the  lines  of  education,  discipline  and  training 
are  commendable.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  a  provision  of  the  statutes  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  I  herein  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Sixty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Indiana 
School  for  the  Blind.  Much  of  the  data  contained  is  required  by 
law;  other,  of  advantage  to  officials  or  of  interest  to  the  public,  is 
given. 

There  were  enrolled  within  the  past  year  seventy  boys  and 
eig'hty-seven  girls,  a  total  of  157  pupils.  There  were  present  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  lifty-seven  boys  and  seventy-one  girls. 
The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  school  term  of  nine  months 
was  58.08  boys  and  69.11  girls. 

During  the  past  year,  the  pupils  have  been  in  good  health  with 
the  exception  of  four  who  contracted  scarlet  fever  from  unknown 
sources.     They  were  promptly  isolated,  and  no  contagion  resulted. 

The  only  change  in  teachers  and  officers  was  the  physical  train- 
ing director.  Dr.  Giiedel  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in 
June  and  Dr.  Sputh  was  appointed  to  succeed  him.  His  prepara- 
tion for  the  work  has  been  ample;  he  has  held  responsible  positions 
and  he  was  strongly  recommended  by  President  'Howe  of  Butler 
College. 

The  school  work  throughout  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory ; 
the  pupils  have  made  good  progress  in  most  cases  and  their  con- 
duct generally  has  been  commendable.  The  following  pupils  have 
been  enrolled  within  the  past  fiscal  year:

In  this  departmeut  all  pupils  of  the  institntion  are  not  given 
work.  All  may  be  admitted,  but  only  those  retained  who  demon- 
strate considerable  capacity.  It  is  not  the  purpose  to  burden  this 
department  with  pupils  wiio  have  little  capacity  or  taste  for  music. 
The  choinis  classes  are  the  ones  most  general,  but  even  in  this  it  is 
useless  to  retain  pupils  who  have  no  ability  in  this  line  of  work.

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INFORMATION. 

1.  The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  purely  educational.  The 
aim  is  to  give  a  practical  education  to  the  young  blind  of  both 
sexes  residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common  school  branches  are 
taught.  An  extensive  course  in  music  is  available  to  all  who  have 
talent  in  this  direction.  A  thorough  course  is  given  in  several  in- 
dustrial trades,  such  a»s  broom  making,  cane  seating  chairs,  sloyd 
and  piano  tuning.  The  girls  learn  sewing  by  hand  and  machine, 
knitting,  crocheting,  bead  and  fancy  work.  The  purpose  is  to  make 
the  pupils  useful,  contented,  self-supporting  citizens.  A  gymna- 
sium is  equipped  and  a  special  teacher  drills  the  pupils  in  sys- 
tematic physical  exercises.  Pupils  when  not  in  recitation  are  in 
charge  of  a  governess.  Neatly  furnished  hospitals  are  provided 
for  the  sick. 

2.  The  school  term  (nine  school  months)  commences  on  the 
fourth  Wednesday  of  Septeml)er  and  closes  early  in  June.  There 
is  no  vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  under  eight  or  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age  are  not  admitted. 

4.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral character  will  be  knowingly  received  in  the  school,  and  in 
case  any  pupils  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for  use- 
ful instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  school,  such 
pupils  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State,  and  tuition,  board 
and  washing  are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils  residing  in 
Indiana.  The  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  must  supply  them  with 
comfortable  clothing,  suitable  for  summer  and  -winter  wear,  in  such 
quantity  as  will  admit  of  necessary  changes.  Each  article  of  cloth- 
ing should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  and  must 
be  sent  in  good  condition.  The  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  must 
be  defrayed  by  parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  sliall  be  removed 
from  the  school  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well 
as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case  of  failure  of  friends  of 
any  pupil   to  comply  with   this  requisition,  provision  is  made  by 
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the  law  for  sending  such  pupil  to  tii(i  trustee  oi*  the  township  in 
which  he  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the 
county. 

7.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  required  to 
fill  up  the  required  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  school,  giving  truthful  answers  tx)  the 
interrogatories  therein  contained,  and  procuring  the  signature  of 
a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto  attached ;  and  the 
pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have 
been  received  and  favorably  responded  to  by  the  superintendent. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  school,  and  will  thankfully  receive  any  information  con- 
cerning those  who  should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  school  or  visiting  them  can- 
not be  accom.modated  with  board  and  lodging. 

10.  That  the  work  of  the  school  may  be  done  to  the  highest 
good  of  all,  it  is  necessary  that  every  pupil  shall  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  term.  Faithful  work  and  prompt  and  regular  at- 
tendance are  essential  to  advancement  and  promotion.  No  pupil 
who  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  is  irregular  in  attend- 
ance or  drops  out  before  the  close  of  the  term  can  hope  to  do  ac- 
ceptable work  and  receive  promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excellent 
reason  for  doing  otherwise,  every  pupil  should  be  present  on  the 
first  day  and  remain  throughout  the  term. 

11.  Each  pupil  before  entering  the  school  should  be  supplied 
with  the  folloAving  clothing  of  good  quality: 

Boys — Two  hats,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pairs  of  pants, 
four  pairs  of  socks  or  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four  shirts,  two  suits 
of  underwear,  two"  pairs  of  shoes,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of 
suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush  and  a.  comb  and  hair 
brush.  Small  boys  need  no  suspenders,  but  should  be  supplied 
with  an  extra  suit  of  underwear. 

Girls — Two  w^oolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  aprons,  three 
night  dresses,  two  suits  of  summer  and  three  of  winter  underwear, 
two  dark  and  two  light  skirts,  six  pairs  of  stockings,  six  handker- 
chiefs, a  wrap,  a  hat,  rubbers,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  a  tooth  bnish,  a 
clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  hair  brush. 
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This  amount  of  clothing  will  be  necessary  within  the  year,  that 
the  children  may  be  kept  clean  and  comfortable.  When  parents 
are  not  able  to  furnish  the  required  clothing,  they  should  not  hesi- 
tate to  call  upon  the  township  trustee,  who  will  cheerfully  provide 
for  the  needs  of  those  who  are  worthy.  All  clothing  should  be 
marked  with  indelible  ink. 

12.  It  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  guardians,  etc.,  to  provide 
for  all  incidental  expenses  of  pupils.  It  will  likewise  be  necessary 
for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the  school  to  furnish  them 
transportation  to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  the  term. 
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GENERAL. 

Since  the  organ ization  of  this  schooJ  in  1^4:7,  liiis  State  has  x>ro- 
vided  generously  for  the  education  of  her  blind  children  of  school 
age.  No  reasonable  demand  has  been  refused.  It  is  only  recently, 
however,  that  this  State  has  indicated  a  purpose  to  give  the  same 
care  to  the  prevention  of  blindness.  Anyone  who  studies  the  rec- 
ords or  investigates  otherwise  the  causes  of  blindness  among  chil- 
dren will  be  startled  at  the  number  of  cases  which  might  have 
been  prevented.  Many  are  directly  attributable  to  vice,  ignorance 
or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  nurse,  physician  or  parent.  "While 
blindness  may  occur  in  families  where  the  children  have  the  best 
of  care,  yet  the  fact  remains  that  the  majority  of  children  are 
blind  unnecessarily.  Of  856  pupils  tabulated  proportionately  from 
each  decade  of  the  school's  existence,  the  folowing  are  among  the 
ascribed  causes:

Of  these  711  cases  perhaps  more  than  50  per  cent,  were  inex- 
cusable.

Many  of  the  above  are  no  doubt  incorrect,  yet  a  careful  perusal 
of  the  list  will  convince  anyone  that  many  of  these  cases  might 
have  been  prevented.     It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  State  is 
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now  fast  realizing  that  it  is  cheaper  and  much  better  to  prevent 
l)lindness  than  to  care  for  the  children  after  they  are  permitted 
to  become  blind.  Recently  much  progress  in  this  line  has  been 
made  m  Indiana.  Now,  no  person  who  is  ''imbecile,  epileptic,  of 
unsound  mind"  or  ''who  is  afflicted  with  a  transmissible  disease" 
can  marry  legally  (p.  216,  Acts  1905).  The  marriage  of  cousins 
is  forbidden  (p.  97,  Acts  1907).  Physicians  must  not  practice 
without  license.  More  recentl}^,  very  valuable  laws  to  conserve 
sight  have  been  enacted.  The  most  important  are  (1)  "An  act  to 
prevent  infant  blindness  caused  by  the  preventable  disease  known 
as  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,"  (p.  324,  Acts  1911),  and  (2)  "An 
act  entitled  an  act  to  protect  and  conserve  the  health  and  lives  of 
school  children  and  promote  their  efficiency  by  providing  for  their 
medical  inspection  and  subsequent  necessary  treatment,"  (p.  485, 
Acts  1911).  Very  valuable  results  should  come  from  the  intelli- 
gent and  vigorous  enforcement  of  these  laws.  The  only  regret  is 
that  the  medical  inspection  of  all  school  children  is  "permitted  and 
recommended,"  and  is  not  made  compulsory.  Probably  this  defect 
will  be  corrected  soon.  The  physicians  themselves  are  doing  much 
to  promote  such  progressive  legislation.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ivdiana  School  for  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  a  provision  of  the  statutes  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  I  herein  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Sixty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Saperintendent  of  the  Indiana 
School  for  the  Blind.  Much  of  the  data  contained  is  required  by 
law;  other,  of  advantage  to  officials  or  of  interest  to  the  public,  is 
given. 

There  were  enrolled  within  the  past  year  74  boys  and  83  girls, 
a  total  of  157  pupils.  There  were  present  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  59  boys  and  68  girls.  The  average  daily  attendance  for  the 
school  terai  of  nine  months  was  57.03  boys  and  68.77  girls. 

The  pupils  have  had  the  usual  good  health  during  the  past  school 
year.  One  accident  occurred  on  the  evening  of  January  26th. 
Omer  Ream,  aged  twenty-five  years,  a,  member  of  the  senior  class,  on 
returning  from  a  walk  was  struck  by  a  city  street  car  and  fatally 
injured. 

Dr.  Sputh,  director  of  physical  training,  resigned  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  This  position  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Louise  Schulmeyer,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  day  physical  training 
classes  for  the  school  term  of  1911-12.  No  other  changes  occurred 
in  the  teaching  or  official  force.  This  enables  us  to  commence  the 
term  of  1912-13  wath  teachers  and  officials  thoroughly  familiar  with 
every  detail  of  the  work. 

The  school  work  has  been  satisfactory.  A  larger  per  cent,  than 
usual  of  the  pupils  was  promoted  and  their  conduct  has  been  ex- 
cellent. The  good  standing  of  the  pupils  now  enrolled  for  the  pres- 
ent session  gives  every  promise  of  a  successful  school  year.

The  course  of  study  is  as  near  that  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
State  as  the  necessary  modifications  will  permit.  The  text  and  ref- 
erence books  for  this  department  are  in  the  New  York  Point.

In  this  department  all  pupils  of  the  institution  are  not  <^iveri 
work.  All  may  be  admitted,  but  only  those  retained  who  demon- 
strate considerable  capacity.  It  is  not  tfie  purpose  to  burden  this 
department  with  pupils  who  have  little  capacity  or  taste  for  music. 
The  chorus  classes  are  the  ones  most  general,  but  even  in  this  it  is 
useless  to  retain  pupils  who  have  no  ability  in  this  line  of  work. 
Individual  lessons  are  given  to  those  only  who  have  shown  con- 
siderable promise  of  success. 

Chorus  work  is  required  throughout  the  entire  course  from  pu- 
pils qualified  for  this.  At  the  eighth  year,  when  pupils  have  shown 
sufficient  ability  and  progress,  they  are  given  voice  and  organ  work.

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INFORMATION. 


1.  The  jjurposc  of  this  institution  is  \)\iv(t\y  (Mluc;jti(>iKil.  'I"h(t 
aim  is  to  give  a  practical  education  to  the  young  blind  of  both  sexes 
residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common  school  branches  are  taught. 
An  extensive  course  in  music  is  available  to  all  who  have  talent  in 
this  direction.  A  thorough  course  is  given  in  several  industrial 
trades,  such  as  broooi  making,  cane  seating  chairs,  sloyd  and  piano 
tuning.  The  girls  learn  sewing  by  hand  and  machine,  knitting, 
crocheting,  bead  and  fancy  work.  The  purpose  is  to  make  th(t  pu- 
pils useful,  contented,  self-supporting  citizens.  A  gymnasium  is 
equipped  and  a  special  teacher  drills  the  pupils  in  systematic  physi- 
cal exercises.  Pupils  when  not  in  recitation  are  in  charge  of  a  gov- 
erness.   Neatly  furnished  hospitals  are  provided  for  the  sick. 

2.  The  school  term  (nine  school  months)  commences  on  the 
fourth  Wednesday  of  September  and  closes  early  m  June.  There 
is  no  vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  under  eight  or  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age  are  not  admitted. 

4.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral character  will  be  knowingly  received  in  the  school,  and  in 
case  any  pupils  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for  use- 
ful instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  school,  such 
pupils  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State,  and  tuition,  board  and 
washing  are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils  residing  in  Indiana. 
The  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  must  supply  them  with  comfort- 
able clothing,  suitable  for  summer  and  winter  wear,  in  such  quan- 
tity as  will  admit  of  necessary  changes.  Each  article  of  clothing 
should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  and  must  be 
sent  in  good  condition.  The  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  must  be 
defrayed  by  parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  school  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well 
as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case  of  failure  of  friends  of 
any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provision  is  made  by  the 
law  for  sending  such  pupil  to  the  trustee  of  the  township  in  which 
he  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 
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7.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  required  to 
fill  up  the  required  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  school,  o^iving  truthful  answers  to  the 
interrogatories  therein  contained,  and  procuring  the  signature  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto  attached;  and  the 
pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have  been 
received  and  favorabl}^  responded  to  by  the  superintendent. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  school,  and  will  thankfully  receive  any  information  con- 
cerning those  who  should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  school  or  visiting  them  can 
not  be  accommodated  with  board  and  lodging. 

10.  That  the  work  of  the  school  may  be  done  to  the  highest 
good  of  all,  it  is  necessary  that  every  pupil  shall  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  term.  Faithful  work  and  prompt  and  regular  at- 
tendance are  essential  to  advancement  and  promotion.  No  pupil 
who  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  is  irregular  in  attendance 
or  drops  out  before  the  close  of  the  term  can  hope  to  do  acceptable 
work  and  receive  promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excellent  reason 
for  doing  otherwise,  every  pupil  should  be  present  on  the  first  day 
and  remain  throughout  the  term. 

11.  Each  pupil  before  entering  the  school  should  be  supplied 
with  the  following  clothing  of  good  quality: 

Boys^ — Two  hats,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pairs  of  pants, 
four  pairs  of  socks  and  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four  shirts,  two  suits 
of  underwear,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of 
suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush  and  a  comb  and  hair 
brush.  Small  boys  n^ed  no  suspenders,  but  should  be  supplied  with 
an  extra  suit  of  underwear. 

Girls — Two  woolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  aprons,  three 
night  dresses,  two  suits  of  summer  and  three  of  winter  underwear, 
two  dark  and  two  light  skirts,  six  pairs  of  stockings,  six  handker- 
chiefs, a  wrap,  a  hat.  rubbers,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  a  tooth  brush,  a 
clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  hair  brush. 
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This  amount  of  clothing  will  be  necessary  within  the  year,  that 
the  children  may  be  kept  clean  and  comfortable.  When  parents  are 
not  able  to  furnish  the  required  clothing-,  they  should  not  hesitate 
to  call  upon  the  township  trustee,  who  will  cheerfully  provide  for 
the  needs  of  those  who  are  worthy.  All  clothing  should  be  marked 
with  indelible  ink. 

12.  It  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  guardians,  etc.,  to  provide 
for  all  incidental  expenses  of  pupils.  It  will  likewise  be  necessary^ 
for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the  school  to  furnish  them  trans- 
portation to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  the  term. 
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GENERAL. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  school  were  examined  by  the 
State  Board  of  Accounts.  This  examination  continued  for  three 
months  and  covered  every  detail  for  the  past  ten  years  in  which 
was  expended  over  one-half  million  dollars.  In  the  report  con- 
taining thirty-three  pages,  there  was  no  criticism  of  the  manage- 
ment ;  not  a  cent  was  found  misapplied ;  but  there  was  much  com- 
mendation of  the  efficient  work  of  the  school.  This  report  contains 
the  following  statement  in  regard  to  the  vouchers  and  accounts : 
"Vouchers  properly  signed  were  found  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Auditor  of  State  for  all  the  expenditures  made  by  the  school.  The 
accounts  are  in  excellent  condition  and  there  was  every  evidence 
that  the  officers  in  charge  had  used  good  judgment  and  care  in  the 
discharge  of  their  official  duties." 

When  the  necessary  appropriation  can  be  secured  this  school 
should  construct  a  kindergarten  building.  In  this  building  should 
be  housed  and  instructed  blind  children  eight  and  nine  years  of  age 
now  admitted,  numbering  about  forty,  and  those  six  and  seven  years 
of  age,  probably  of  equal  number,  who  are  at  present  not  received 
and  educated  by  the  State.  I  can  see  no  reason  except  financial  for 
excluding  children  from  this  school  until  they  are  eight  years  of 
age.  A  suitable  building  would  cost  about  $60,000  and  amply  ac- 
commodate all  eligible  blind  children  from  six  to  nine  years  of  age 
inclusive  and  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  girls'  dormitory. 

There  is  every  reason  that  applies  to  sighted  children  for  com- 
mencing the  education  of  blind  children  at  the  age  of  six  instead  of 
delaying  two  years. 

The  following  appropriations  will  be  necessary  to  support  the 
present  efficiency  of  the  school  for  the  ensuing  two  years:

Of  the  above  special  appropriations  requested,  the  first  is  urgent. 
The  three  boilers  now  in  use  are  of  the  Armstrong  pattern  not  now 
manufactured  and  are  over  thirty  years  in  use.  They  are  anti- 
quated and  dangerous.  In  1906,  the  Hartford  Insurance  Co.,  w^hich 
had  previously  carried  the  boiler  insurance,  refused  to  continue  the 
risk.  The  mud  drums  have  been  removed  from  two  of  the  boilers 
and  all  three  have  been  patched  and  repaired  to  such  extent  that 
longer  use  is  not  advisable.  The  dynamo  has  been  in  use  for  twelve 
years  and  will  not  now  give  adequate  service.  The  steam  pipes  are 
out  of  balance  and  need  renewal. 

There  is  urgent  need  of  new  pianos.  There  have  been  only  three 
new^  ones  purchased  in  sixteen  years,  the  maintenanc  appropriation 
not  being  sufficient  to  meet  other  more  imperative  demands  and 
keep  up  the  more  expensive  musical  instruments.  There  should  be 
at  least  one  piano  purchased  each  year  to  keep  the  music  department 
properly  supplied  with  instruments. 

The  appropriations  for  the  other  items  while  not  so  urgent  as 
those  for  the  power,  heat  and  light  plant  and  for  the  pianos  are 
necessary.  They  would  add  so  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service 
and  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  blind  children  that  we  think 
the  State  can  ill  afford  to  deny  them.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES.

Dear  Sir — ^We  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  Sixty- 
seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind. 

The  statutes  of  Indiana  provide  that  trustees  of  State  institu- 
tions shall  meet  in  April  and  elect  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 
This  was  done  with  the  following  result : 
A,  C.  Pilkenton,  President ; 
0.  D.  Odell,  Vice-President ; 
L.  M.  Dunlap,  Secretary; 
F.  F.  Wiley,  Treasurer. 

It  is  our  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  we  consider  the  school 
to  be  in  good  condition  in  every  respect.  To  the  best  of  our  ability 
we  have  endeavored  to  supervise  its  work  in  every  particular. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  always  a  primary  concern,  and  in 
this  regard  the  year  has  been  singularly  free  from  complaint.  This 
is  due  very  largely  to  the  systematic  care  and  watchfulness  of  the 
superintendent  and  faculty. 

Without  reservation  we  commend  the  wisdom  and  sympathy  of 
those  in  charge  of  the  school  life,  as  a  result  of  which  the  discipline 
and  training  have  reached  a  high  standard. 

The  new  auditorium,  provided  by  a  previous  Legislature,  has 
proved  to  be  a  great  addition  to  the  school.  It  is  commodious,  at- 
tractive and  healthful  in  its  appointments  and  almost  perfect  in 
its  acoustic  quality. 

We  have  endeavored  to  administer  the  State 's  funds  with  strict 
regard  for  the  needs  of  the  school  and  consistent  concern  for  the 
law's  demands  respecting  such  expenditures.  The  books  are  open 
for  inspection.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPOKT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen — Tn  conformity  to  custom  and  in  compliance  with 
the  statutes  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  I  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  this 
school,  of  the  present  condition,  of  the  school  attendance  and  work, 
and  of  the  business  transactions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1913. 

The  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  normal.  The 
enrollment  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  seventy-eight  males  and 
seventy-eight  females,  a  total  of  156 — one  less  than  the  preceding 
year.  There  were  present  on  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year  sixty 
boys  and  sixty-eight  girls,  a  total  of  128 — one  more  than  the  year 
before.  The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  school  term  was  56.09 
males  and  66.29  females. 

The  pupils  have  been  favored  with  the  usual  good  health.  Their 
conduct  and  work  have  been  satisfactory.  The  study  hour,  under 
the  supervision  of  a  teacher,  in  the  new  auditorium,  required  of  all 
pupils  falling  below  a  satisfactory  grade,  has  done  much  to  stimu- 
late the  indifferent  and  the  weak  pupils.  This  has  developed  a 
higher  scholarship  and  a  closer  interest  in  the  school  work.  At  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  school  is  in  good  condition,  the  work 
orderly  and  well  in  hand  and  the  future  promising. 

The  policy  of  retaining  all  efficient  officers,  teachers  and  em- 
ployes has  continued  here.  The  teaching  force  for  the  ensuing  year 
is  the  same  as  last.  The  school  year  of  1913-14  commences,  there- 
fore, with  teachers  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  work  in  every 
detail.  Three  officers  voluntarily  withdrew — Miss  Hamblen,  boys' 
assistant  governess,  and  Miss  Fread,  usher,  to  fill  matrimonial 
engagements;  and  Miss  Evans,  boys'  governess,  because  of  a  serious 
nervous  breakdown.  They  all  gave  satisfactory  service  in  their 
respective  offices — especially  Miss  Evans,  who  has  been  in  continu- 
ous charge  of  the  boys  for  twenty-seven  years.  Her  heavy  and 
responsible  work  has  been  performed  throughout  this  long  period 
with  unusual  energy,  fidelity  and  efficiency.  Many  young  men  now 
in  active  life  owe  much  to  her  training  and  influence.  Very  few 
persons  put  as  much  earnestness  and  devotion  into  their  work  as 
has  Miss  Evans,  and  few  are  permitted  to  give  such  long  and  valu- 
able service.    In  her  retirement  the  loss  of  the  school  is  heavy. 

Miss  Durham  of  Indianapolis,  a  lady  of  considerable  experience 
^vith  children,  was  appointed  boys'  assistant  governess,  and  Miss 
SchuloT'  of  Crotliersville,  Indiana,  a  graduate  of  Asbury  Park,  New 


Jersey,  high  school,  was  apj)oiiit('(]  usher.  Miss  ({race  L.  Oii/^  of 
Blooniington  has  been  given  the  important  position  of  boys' 
governess.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  State  University  and  a  teacher 
of  six  years'  experience,  having  taught  in  the  high  schools  of 
Mitchell  and  of  Columbus.

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INFORMATION. 


1.  The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  purely  educational.  The 
aim  is  to  give  a  practical  education  to  the  young  blind  of  both  sexes 
residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common  and  high  school  branches 
are  taught.  An  extensive  course  in  music  is  available  to  all  who 
have  talent  in  this  direction.  A  thorough  course  is  given  in  several 
industrial  trades,  such  as  broom  making,  cane  seating  chairs,  sloyd 
and  piano  tuning.  The  girls  learn  sewing  by  hand  and  machine, 
knitting,  crocheting,  bead  and  fancy  work.  The  purpose  is  to  make 
the  pupils  useful,  contented,  self-supporting  citizens.  A  gymna- 
sium is  equipped  and  a  special  teacher  drills  the  pupils  in  sys- 
tematic physical  exercises.  Pupils  when  not  in  recitation  are  in 
charge  of  a  governess.  Neatly  furnished  hospitals  are  provided 
for  the  sick. 

2.  The  school  term  (nine  months)  commences  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  September  and  closes  early  in  June.  There  is  no 
vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  under  eight  or  over  tAventy-one  years 
of  age  are  not  admitted. 

4.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind  or  of  confirmed 
immoral  character  will  be  knowingly  received  in  the  school,  and  in 
case  any  pupils  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for 
useful  instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  I'egulations  of  the  school, 
such  pupils  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State,  and  tuition,  board 
and.  washing  are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils  residing  in 
Indiana.  The  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  must  supply  them  with 
comfortable  c;lo thing,  suitable  for  summer  and  winter  wear,  in  such 
quantity  as  will  admit  of  necessarj^  changes.  Each  article  of  cloth- 
ing should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name  and  must 
be  sent  in  good  condition.  The  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  must 
be  defrayed  by  parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  school  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well 
as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case  of  failure  of  friends  of 
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any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  re(|uisition,  provision  is  made  by  the 
law  for  sending'  such  pupil  to  the  trustees  of  the  township  in  which 
he  resides,  to  be  by  him  proA^ided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

7.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  required  to 
fill  up  the  required  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  school,  giving  truthful  answers  to  the 
interrogatories  therein  contained,  and  procuring  the  signature  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto  attached ;  and  the 
pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have  been 
received  and  favorably  responded  to  by  the  superintendent. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  school,  and  v^dll  thankfully  receive  any  information 
concerning  those  who  should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  school  or  visiting  them  can 
not  be  accommodated  with  board  and.  lodging. 

10.  That  the  work  of  the  school  may  be  done  to  the  highest 
good  of  all,  it  is  necessary  that  every  pupil  shall  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  term.  Faithful  work  and  prompt  and  regular 
attendance  are  essential  to  advancement  and  promotion.  No  pupil 
who  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  is  irregular  in  attend- 
ance or  drops  out  before  the  close  of  the  -term  can  hope  to  do 
acceptable  work  and  receive  promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excel- 
lent reason  for  doing  otherwise,  every  pupil  should  be  present  on 
the  first  day  and  remain  throughout  the  term. 

11.  Each  pupil  should  be  supplied  with  the  following  clothing 
of  good  quality: 

Boys — Two  hats,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pairs  of  pants, 
four  pairs  of  socks  and  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four  shirts,  two  suits 
of  underwear,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of 
suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush  and  a  comb  and  hair 
brush.  Small  boys  need  no  suspenders,  but  should  be  supplied  with. 
an  extra  suit  of  underwear. 

Girls — Two  woolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  aprons,  three 
night  dresses,  two  suits  of  summer  and  three  of  winter  underwear, 
two  dark  and  two  light  skirts,  six  pairs  of  stockings,  six  handker- 
chiefs, a  wrap,  a  hat,  rubbers,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  a  tooth  brush,  a 
clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  hair  brush. 
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S 
This  amount  of  clothing  will  be  necessary  within  the  year  and 
must  be  supplied  as  needed  that  the  children  may  be  kept  clean  and 
comfortable.  When  parents  are  not  able  to  furnish  the  required 
clothing,  they  should  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  the  township  trustee, 
who  will  cheerfully  provide  for  the  needs  of  those  who  are  worthy. 

12.  It  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  guardians,  etc.,  to  provide 
for  all  incidental  expenses  of  pupils.  It  wiU  likewise  be  necessary 
for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the  school  to  furnish  them  trans- 
portation to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  the  term.

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GENERAL. 

In  many  cases  pupils  wlio  graduate  from  this  school  have  nor 
the  means  to  commence  l)usiness.  The  cost  of  machinery  and  tools 
for  a  shop  is  not  great  but  in  many  cases  wholly  beyond  the  ability 
of  the  graduate.  Several  attempts  to  establish  a  fund  to  help 
worthy  graduates  have  been  made.  The  following  exhibit  gives 
the  sources  and  the  number  of  pupils  assisted  as  shown  by  tiie 
reports  of  the  superintendents:

The  question  of  State  assistance  to  the  semi-indigent  adult  blind 
is  before  the  people  in  many  of  the  States.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  ensuing  Legislature  should  provide  a  cominission  to  study 
this  problem  in  Indiana.  The  graduates  of  this  school  have  done 
well.  Of  the  sixty-eight  living  male  graduates,  with  the  exception 
of  two  whom  I  can  not  locate,  after  a  careful  investigation,  I  find 
not  one  a  dependent  in  any  sense  upon  charity  and  not  one  having 
a  criminal  record.  The  female  graduates  can  not  hope  for  as  good 
a  report,  as  the  struggle  for  financial  independence  for  them  is 
much  harder  because  of  fcAver  opportunities,  but  they  too  have 
made  a  magnificent  showing,  and  therefore  in  a  vast  majority  of 
cases  will  need  no  assistance.  There  are  many  pupils  who  do  not 
graduate.  Some  of  these  do  not  become  self-sustaining.  There  are 
also  many  who  become  blind  after  they  have  passed  school  age, 
many  of  whom  are  helpless.  Several  States  are  stud.ying  similar 
conditions  within  their  borders,  with  the  purpose  of  giving  some 
needed  assistance.  Others  have  established  commissions,  shops  or 
industrial  centers.  Something  should  be  done  in  this  State.  The 
industrial  center  to  me  seems  most  promising.  Raw  material  could 
be  purchased  at  wholesale  prices  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
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blind  Avorker  at  his  home  and  the  manufactured  product  sold  by 
the  center  and  the  proceeds  forwarded  to  the  maker.  This  in  many 
cases  would  greatly  assist  the  industrious  blind  and  in  no  sense 
make  him  dependent.  In  any  event  nothing  should  be  done  to 
weaken  the  self-reliance  of  the  blind  generally  or  lower  them  in 
the  OT:)inion  of  the  seeing. 

Some  provision  to  educate  blind  children  between  six  and  eight 
years  of  age  should  be  made.  With  present  dormitory  accommoda- 
tions this  cannot  be  done  at  the  State  school,  as  the  buildings  are 
crowded.  A  kindergarten  building  to  care  for  seventy-five  children 
should  be  built  as  soon  as  the  appropriation  for  the  same  can  be 
secured.  I  can  see  no  reason  except  financial  for  excluding  from 
this  school  blind  children  between  six  and  eight  years  of  age.

"We  desire  to  assure  you  that  we  consider  the  condition  of  the 
school  to  be  satisfactory  in  every  respect.  Its  educational  work 
is  carefully  supervised  and  inspected.  The  health  of  the  children 
is  attended  to  in  the  best  possible  way.  The  discipline  of  the 
school  is  good.  We  are  endeavoring  to  make  better  provision  for 
vocational  training.  With  a  small  increase  of  funds  at  our  com- 
mand, we  could  make  decided  advance  along  this  line. 

To  the  best  of  our  ability,  we  have  administered  the  State's 
appropriations;  and  the  books,  with  the  institution  itself,  are  open 
to  inspection.  We  cordially  welcome  any  investigation  or  sug- 
gestion.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT, 
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To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  custom  and  a  provision  of  the 
statutes  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  I  herewith  submit  the  Sixty-eighth 
Annual  Eeport  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  school,  for  your 
consideration. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  one  hundred 
forty-three  pupils  were  enrolled  and  received  instruction  in  this 
school.  Of  this  number  sixty-eight  were  males  and  seventy-five, 
females. 

All  applicants  who  came  Avithin  the  requirements  of  residence, 
age  and  physical  and  mental  capacity  were  admitted.  The  attend-, 
ance  throughout  the  year  was  regular,  the  conduct  generally  satis- 
factory and  the  work  accomplished  much  above  the  average  in 
similar  schools. 

The  entire  plant  is  now  in  good  condition.  By  a  series  of 
extensive  improvements  running  through  a  number  of  years,  new 
buildings  have  been  constructed,  others  remodeled,  and  old  equip- 
ments in  most  cases  have  been  replaced  with  new  and  modern 
ones,  to  such  extent  that  the  plant  now  affords  ample  capacity, 
comfort  and  convenience  for  all  lines  of  work  now  carried  on  in 
this  school.  The  attendance  under  the  present  limitations  is  not 
above  the  capacity  of  the  school.  No  schoolroom  or  dormitory  is 
seriously  overcrowded.  The  gymnasium  is  large,  well  lighted  and 
well  ventilated.  The  auditorium  is  of  ample  capacity  and  not  ex- 
celled in  the  city.  The  extensive  verandas  afford  places  for  pleasant 
and  healthful  walks  in  inclement  weather.  Much  has  been  done  in 
the  way  of  redecorating  the  rooms  of  the  various  buildings. 

The  general  equipment  in  most  respects  is  ample.  Three  new 
boilers  of  125  horse  power  were  this  year  added  to  the  plant, 
making  the  total  500  horse  power,  which  is  double  that  ordinarily 
required.  A  new  fifty-kilowatt  generator  is  in  course  of  instal- 
lation. The  main  building  has  been  repiped  throughout.  The 
deep  well  continues  to  furnish  an  abundant  supply  of  good  water. 
The  laundry  is  out  of  date  and  scarcely  meets  the  demands  of  this 
school.  Before  long  additional  room  and  new  equipment  will  be 
necessary.     The  schools  and  shops  are  fairly  well  supplied  with 
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apparatus  and  tools.  Tlie  music  school  has  suffered  somewhat  for 
additional  pianos,  but  appropriations  soon  available  will  remedy 
this.  The  libraries  are  well  classified  and  ample  for  all  ordinary 
needs.  More  than  5,500  volumes  costing  over  $6,000  are  contained 
therein.  Some  additional  apparatus  in  the  physical  training  de- 
partment is  needed  and  we  are  almost  destitute  of  outdoor  play- 
ground apparatus — a  very  serious  defect. 

The  school  organization  is  good.  The  teachers  and  officers  are 
experienced  in  their  work  and  the  pupils  are  responding  to  their 
instruction.  The  Inspector  of  High  Schools,  Mr.  Neal,  employed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  made  the  following  report  after 
a  careful  investigation  :  ' '  The  high  school  work  is  well  organized 
and  the  pupils  are  doing  good  work.  The  grade  work  is  well  done. 
The  vocational  lines  are  well  supplied  and  worked  in  connection 
with  the  cultural  work."  The  high  school  is  again  commissioned, 
thereby  affording  all  the  advantages  to  our  graduates  of  entrance 
without  examination  to  the  colleges  and  universities  of  the  State. 

The  administration  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  school  has 
been  beyond  criticism.  The  entire  list  of  books  and  blanks  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  has  been  placed  in  use. 
The  field  examiners  found  no'  discrepancies  of  any  kind  and  in 
their  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  used'  the  following 
language  in  their  summary : 

''In  conclusion  we  want  to  say  that  the  administration  is  to  be 
complimented  for  the  accuracy,  economy  and  carefulness  wdth 
which  the  accounts  and  affairs  of  the  school  have  been  admin- 
istered. ' ' 

The  conduct  of  the  pupils,  with  few  exceptions,  has  been  ad- 
mirable. Especially  is  this  true  of  the  upper  grades.  In  seven- 
teen years,  I  have  not  known  such  a  spirit  of  uniform  earnestness, 
courtesy  and  general  good  conduct  as  now  evidenced  by  the  upper 
grade  pupils.     It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  such  pupils. 

The  health  of  the  pupils,  except  in  a  few  instances,  has  been 
good.  There  was  no  contagion  of  any  kind.  On  the  morning  of 
Saturday,  March  21,  1914,  Agnes  Murphy  died  suddenly  of  "mitral 
regurgitation".  She  had  chronic  "heart  trouble"  for  a  number 
of  years  and  her  death  was  only  a  question  of  time.  Little  warn- 
ing was  given,  however.  She  was  an  excellent  pupil — kind,  loving, 
and  earnest  in  all  her  w^ork.  She  was  eighteen  years  and  nineteeii 
days  old  at  the  time  of  her  death.

INFORMATION. 


1.  The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  purely  educational.  The 
aim  is  to  give  a  practical  education  to  the  young  blind  of  both 
sexes  residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common  and  high  school 
branches  are  taught.  An  extensive  course  in  music  is  available 
to  all  who  have  talent  in  this  direction.  A  thorough  course  is 
given  in  several  industrial  trades,  such  as  broom  making,  cane 
seating  chairs,  sloyd  and  piano  tuning.  The  girls  learn  semng 
by  hand  and  machine,  knitting,  crocheting,  bead  and  fancy  work. 
The  purpose  is  to  make  the  pupils  useful,  contented,  self  support- 
ing citizens.  A  gymnasium  is  equipped  and  a  special  teacher 
drills  the  pupils  in  systematic  physical  exercises.  Pupils  when 
not  in  recitation  are  in  charge  of  a  governess.  Neatly  furnished 
hospitals  are  provided  for  the  sick.  - 

2.  The  school  term   (nine  months)    commences  on  the  fourth  « 
Wednesday  of  September  and  closes  early  in  June.     There  is  no 
vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  under  eight  or  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age  are  not  admitted. 

4.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind  or  of  confirmed  " 
immoral  character  will  be  knowingly  received  in  the  school,  and 
in  case  any  pupils  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for 
useful  instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  school, 
such  pupils  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State,  and  tuition,  board 
and  washing  are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils  residing  in 
Indiana.  The  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  must  supply  them  with 
comfortable  clothing,  suitable  for  summer  and  winter  wear,  in 
such  quantity  as  will  admit  of  necessary  changes.  Each  article 
of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name 
and  must  be  sent  in  good  condition.  The  traveling  expenses  of 
pupils  must  be  defrayed  by  parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  school  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well 
as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case  of  failure  of  friends  of 
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any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provision  is  made  by 
the  law  for  sending  such  pupil  to  the  trustee  of  the  township  in 
which  he  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the 
township. 

7.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  requii-ed  to 
till  up  the  required  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  school,  giving  truthful  answers  to  the 
interrogatories  therein  contained,  and  procuring  the  signature  of 
a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto  attached;  and 
the  pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have 
been  received  and  favorably  responded  to  by  the  superintendent. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in 
regard  to  the  school,  and  will  thankfully  receive  any  information 
concerning  those  who  should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  school  or  visiting  them  can 
not  be  accommodated  with  board  and  lodging. 

10.  That  the  work  of  the  school  may  be  done  to  the  highest 
good  of  all,  it  is  necessary  that  every  pupil  shall  be  present  at 
the  opening  of  the  term.  Faithful  work  and  prompt  and  regular 
attendance  are  essential  to  advancement  and  promotion.  No  pupil 
who  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  is  irregular  in  attend- 
ance or  drops  out  before  the  close  of  the  term  can  hope  to  do 
acceptable  work  and  receive  promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excel- 
lent reason  for  doing  otherwise,  every  pupil  should  be  present  on 
the  first  day  and  remain  throughout  the  term. 

11.  Each  pupil  should  be  supplied  with  the  following  articles 
of  good  quality: 

Boys. — Two  hats,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pair  of  pants, 
four  pairs  of  socks  or  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four  shirts,  two  suits 
of  underwear,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of 
suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  a  hair 
brush.  Small  boys  need  no  suspenders,  but  should  be  supplied 
with  an  extra  suit  of  underwear. 

Girls. — Tavo  woolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  aprons,  three 
night  dresses,  two  suits  of  summer^  and  three  of  winter  underwear, 
two  dark  and  two  light  skirts,  six  pairs  of  stockings,  six  handker- 
chiefs, a  wrap,  a  hat,  rubbers,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  a  tooth  brush,  a 
clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  a  hair  brush. 

The  above  supplies  will  be  necessar^^  within  the  year  and  must 
be  supplied  as  needed  that  the  children  may  be  kept  clean  and 
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comfortable.  When  parents  are  not  able  to  furnish  the  required 
supplies,  they  should  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  the  to^^Tisliip  trustee, 
who  will  provide  for  the  needs  of  those  who  are  worthy. 

12.  It  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  guardians,  etc.,  to  provide 
for  all  incidental  expenses  of  pupils.  It  mil  likewise  be  necessary 
for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the  school  to  furnish  them 
transportation  to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

GRADUATES'  FUND. 

In  many  cases  pupils  who  graduate  from  this  school  have  not 
the  means  to  commence  business.  The  cost  of  machinery  and  tools 
for  a  shop  is  not  great  but  in  many  cases  wholly  beyond  the  ability 
of  the  graduate.  Several  attempts  to  establish  a  fund  to  help 
worthy  graduates  have  been  made.  The  following  exliibit  gives 
the  sources  and  the  number  of  pupils  assisted  as  sho^^oi  by  the 
reports  of  the  superintendents :

NEEDS. 

There  should  be  an  increase  in  the  Maintenance  appropriation 
of  this  school.  The  regular  Maintenance  and  Inciustrial  appro- 
priations should  be  combined.  Almost  all  articles  of  maintenance 
are  costing  more  now  than  formerly.  Increases  in  salaries  are  in 
many  instances  earnestly  requested  and  in  many  cases  ought  to  be 
granted,  did  the  financial  condition  of  the  school  permit.  An  addi- 
tional teacher  ought  to  be  employed  in  the  girls"  work  room. 
There  should  be  a  teacher  for  backward  children.  Much  of  the 
furniture  in  the  girls'  dormitory  should  be  replaced  with  new. 
The  pipe  organ  needs  a  blower  and  re-leathering.  Outdoor  play 
apparatus  should  be  provided  for  the  pupils.

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  a  provision  of  the  statutes  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Sixty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  In- 
diana School  for  the  Blind. 

The  school  term,  which  closed  early  in  June,  was  generally 
satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the  pupils  did  good  work,  made 
reasonable  progress,  and  were  promoted  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year.  A  few,  because  of  irregular  attendance,  careless  work  or 
inability  to  do  the  lessons  assigned,  were  refused  promotions.  In 
most  instances  the  pupils  were  earnest,  industrious,  and  obedient 
to  the  requirements  of  the  school.  In  only  a  few  cases  was  it 
necessary  to  resort  to  severe  discipline.  The  pupils  seem  to  realize 
that  ''liberty  is  largely  attained  through  obedience  to  law"  and 
that  in  a  school  such  as  this,  discipline  is  best  which  is  voluntars^ 

The  school  reconvened  September  22,  1915,  with  a  good  attend- 
ance. All  applicants  who  came  within  the  requirements  of  age, 
residence,  and  physical  and  mental  capacity,  were  admitted.  There 
were  enrolled  during  the  fiscal  year  closing  September  30,  1915, 
seventy-one  males  and  seventy-seven  females,  a  total  of  one  hun- 
dred forty-eight  pupils.  The  average  attendance  was  55.86  males, 
60.98  females. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  little  serious  sickness.  John 
Fuller  had  diphtheria,  which  for  a  while  seemed  dangerous,  but 
he  finally  recovered  and  is  again  in  school.  Herbert  Christman 
had  an  unusually  severe  attack  of  chronic  heart  trouble.  He  re- 
covered, but  was  compelled  to  withdraw  from  school.  There  was 
no  contagion  of  any  kind. 

Tlie  official  force  tbis  year  remains  the  same  as  last.  We,  there- 
fore, liave  oxj)crienced  and  capable  officers  in  every  department. 
()l*  the  teachers  we  lose  one,  Mr.  Millikan,  Principal  of  the  Literary 
Dcpjirtnient,  wlio  accei)ted  a  responsible  ])ositioji  from  tlie  Board 
ot-  State  Charities.  This  i)lace  was  filled  by  the  promotion  of 
Miss  Hauk,  who  has  long  been  the  efficient  assistant  in  the  High 
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School.  Miss  Cogswell,  a  graduate  of  the  State  University,  was 
appointed  to  the  place  thus  made  vacant.  Because  of  the  heavy 
work  in  the  Industrial  l)epartrn(^nt  for  Oirls,  a  position  for  an 
additional  teacbei-  was  cremated.  Miss  »je;inn('tt(i  Wiiilh;  was  ap- 
[)ointed  to  this  idace  and  was  assigned  the  work  in  domestic  scienc(;, 
sewing  and  weaving.  Miss  French  retains  the  Ix^adwork,  crocheting 
and  basketry.  This  arrangement  will  give  opportunity  for  much 
more  individual  work  and  will,  no  doubt,  greatly  strengthen  the; 
work  of  this  department.  From  the  fact  that  grades  one  and  two 
in  the  Literary  Department  are  always  overcrowded  and  that,  at 
many  times,  pupils  need  individual  instruction  in  different  branches, 
the  position  of  special  teacher  was  made,  and  Miss  Gladys  War- 
ren selected  to  fill  this  position.  She  is  a  resident  teacher  and 
will  be  of  great  assistance  in  affording  an  opportunity  to  the  older 
girls  for  consultation  during  hours  when  school  in  not  in  session. 
The  educational  organization  is  now  better  than  ever  before  in 
the  history  of  this  school,  and  with  the  continued  faithful  work 
of  the  experienced  teachers,  strengthened  by  the  new  ones,  the 
ensuing  school  term  mil,  no  doubt,  show  an  improvement  over  the 
splendid  work  done  in  the  past. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  halls  of  the  main  building,  and 
the  halls  and  rooms  of  both  the  girls'  and  boys'  dormitories  have 
been  redecorated  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  The  buildings  are  now  in 
good  repair;  the  grounds  well  kept,  and  the  housing  conditions  of 
the  pupils  excellent. 

The  school  equipment  is  satisfactory.  The  purchase  of  four 
pianos  has  afforded  a  sufficient  number  of  instruments  for  practice 
work.  The  libraries  are  well  supplied.  Some  additional  apparatus 
could  be  used  to  advantage,  but  there  is  no  serious  want  not  sup- 
plied. The  household  equipment  is  fair.  Soon  some  money  will 
be  necessary  for  additional  furniture,  and  additional  apparatus 
is  now  needed  in  the  laundry. 

The  foods  have  been  of  the  best  and  have  been  well  prepared. 
The  water  from  the  deep  well  continues  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality.  There  is  now  nothing  seriously  wanting  for  the  comfort 
of  the  pupils  and  the  progress  of  the  work.  When  a  comparison  is 
made  between  the  accommodations  of  the  pupils  in  this  school  and 
those  of  similar  ones  in  other  States,  we  must  conclude  that  In- 
diana has  provided  generously  for  the  education  of  the  blind.

INFORMATION. 


1.  The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  purely  educational.  Tin* 
aim  is  to  give  a  practical  education  to  the  young  blind  of  })oth 
sexes  residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common  and  high  school 
branches  are  taught.  An  extensive  course  in  music  is  available 
to  all  who  have  talent  in  this  direction.  A  thorough  course  is 
given  in  several  industrial  trades,  such  as  broom-making,  cane- 
seating  chairs,  sloyd  and  piano  tuning.  The  girls  learn  sewing 
(by  hand  and  machine),  knitting,  crocheting,  beadwork,  etc.  The 
purpose  is  to  make  the  pupils  usefid,  contented,  self-supporting 
citizens.  A  gymnasium  is  equipped  and  a  special  teacher  drills 
the  pupils  in  systematic  physical  exercises.  Pupils  when  not  in 
recitation  are  in  charge  of  a  governess. 

2.  The  school  term  (nine  months)  commences  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  September  and  closes  early  in  June.  There  is  no 
vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  under  eight  or  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age  are  not  admitted. 

4.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind  or  of  confirmed 
immoral  character  will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  school,  and 
in  case  any  pupil  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for 
useful  instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  school, 
such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State;  and  tuition,  board 
and  washing  are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils  residing  in 
Indiana.  The  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  must  supply  them  with 
comfortable  clothing,  suitable  for  summer  and  winter  wear,  in 
such  quantity  as  will  admit  of  necessary  changes.  Each  article 
of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name 
and  must  be  sent  in  good  condition.  The  traveling  expenses  of 
pupils  must  be  defrayed  by  parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  school  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well

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as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  proper  officers  thereof ;  and  in  case  of  failure  of  friends 
of  any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  recjuisition,  provision  is  made  by 
the  law  for  sending  such  pupil  to  the  trustee  of  the  township  in 
which  he  resides,  to  l)e  l)y  liiin  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the 
township. 

7.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  required  to 
fill  the  prescribed  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  school,  giving  truthful  answers  to  the 
interrogatories  therein  contained,  and  procuring  the  signature  of 
a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto  attached;  and 
the  pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have 
been  received  and  favorably  responded  to  by  the  superintendent. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  school,  and  will  thankfully  receive  any  information 
concerning  those  who  should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  school  or  visiting  them  can 
not  be  accommodated  with  board  and  lodging. 

10.  That  the  work  of  the  school  may  be  done  to  the  highest 
good  of  all,  it  is  necessary  that  every  pupil  shall  be  present  at 
the  opening  of  the  term.  Faithful  work  and  prompt  and  regular 
attendance  are  essential  to  advancement  and  promotion.  No  pupil 
Avho  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  is  irregular  in  attend- 
ance or  drops  out  before  the  close  of  the  term  can  hope  to  do 
acceptable  work  and  receive  promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excel- 
lent reason  for  doing  otherwise,  every  pupil  should  be  present  on 
the  first  day  and  remain  throughout  the  term. 

11.  Each  pupil  should  be  supplied  with  the  following  articles 
of  good  quality: 

Boys. — Two  hats,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pairs  of  pants, 
four  pairs  of  socks  or  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four  shirts,  two  suits 
of  underwear,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of 
suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  a  hair  brush. 
Small  boys  need  no  suspenders,  but  should  be  supplied  with  an 
extra  suit  of  underwear. 

Girls. — Two  woolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  aprons,  three 
night  dresses,  two  suits  of  summer  and  three  of  winter  underwear, 
two  dark  and  two  light  skirts,  six~pairs  of  stockings,  six  handker- 
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chiefs,  a  wrap,  a  hat,  rubbers,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  a  tooth   brush, 
a  clothes  brush,  a  comb,  and  a  hair  brush. 

The  above  supplies  will  be  necessary  within  the  year  and  tnusi 
be  supplied  as  needed  that  the  children  may  be  kept  clean  -dud 
comfortable.  When  parents  are  not  able  to  furnish  the  rerjuired 
supplies,  they  should  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  the  townshij)  tnistfic, 
who  will  provide  for  the  needs  of  those  who  are  worthy. 

12.  It  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  g-uardians,  etc.,  to  provid(j 
for  all  incidental  expenses  of  pupils.  Tt  will  likewise  be  necessary 
for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the  school  to  furnish  them 
transportation  to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  the  term. 


GRADUATES. 


The  following  is  a  list  of  the  graduates  of  the  Indiana  School 
for  the  Blind  from  its  foundation  in  1847  until  the  present.  The 
scholarship  records  available  previous  to  the  year  1882  are  scanty 
and  unsatisfactory^,  and  the  names  of  graduates  before  that  year 
were  obtained  from  various  sources.  Many  of  these  were  knowni 
as  shop  pupils,  and  received  certificates  of  proficiency,  while  others 
completed  the  full  c'ourse  of  study  and  received  diplomas.  The 
class  of  1880  was  the  first  to  hold  formal  commencement  exercises.

EMBOSSED  TYPE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 


Almost  from  the  foundation  of  the  first  school  for  the  blind 
in  America,  the  form  of  embossed  type  has  been  a  most  trouble- 
some question.  The  old  line  type  did  not  satisfy  the  needs  of 
touch  communication.  The  British  Braille  had  serious  weaknesses, 
especially  in  contractions.  To  overcome  these,  were  invented, 
almost  simultaneously,  the  American  Braille  and  the  New  York 
Point.  Each  of  these  had  its  advantages,  each  of  these  had  its 
advocates,  but  each  failed  to  meet  fully  the  needs  of  the  student. 
For  four  decades,  the  advocates  of  each  have  struggled  for  the 
mastery  to  the  confusion  and  disadvantage  of  the  blind  in  America. 

All  recognize  the  great  need  of  a  uniform  type,  but  heretofore 
such  has  not  been  realized.  A  few  years  ago,  there  was  appointed 
a  committee  of  blind  people  known  as  ''The  Uniform  Type  Com- 
mittee" to  study  out  some  solution  to  this  vexatious  question. 
After  much  earnest  consideration  and  systematic  work,  a  new  type, 
"The  Standard  Dot",  was  projected  (perhaps  unwisely)  upon 
American  people.  This  system  has  been  approved  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Workers  for  the  Blind  and  a  joint  commission  from 
this  association  and  the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of 
the  Blind  has  been  appointed  to  study  further  the  situation,  to 
make  tentative  changes  if  necessary,  to  secure  the  cooperation  of 
the  English  and  to  report  progress  to  the  latter  association  at  its 
meeting  in  Halifax  next  summer.  The  commission  has  selected 
a  subcommittee,  Mr.  Migel,  who  has  financed  the  movement,  and 
Mr.  Latimer,  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  the  English.  This  part 
of  the  work  is  of  vital  importance,  as  the  solution  of  the  question 
will  probably  depend  upon  an  agreement  between  the  English 
speaking  nations  on  the  two  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 

The  work  of  the  commission  as  determined  by  a  meeting  at 
Overbrook  is  "very  definite  and  direct;  namely,  to  continue  its 
efforts  to  induce  the  British  authorities  to  adopt  the  Standard 
Dot  System  in  its  present  form  or  with  some  modifications.  If 
this  cannot  be  accomplished,  the  commission  must  negotiate  further 
with  the  British  authorities  in  an  effort  to  induce  them  to  modify 
their  system  in  accordance  with  the  principles  deduced  from  the

experiments  of  the  late  uniform  type  committee  as  to  justifv'  us 
of  America  in  accepting  the  system  so  modified  as  the  uiijlortii 
type  for  the  blind  of  the  future."  This  seems  fair  and  reasonabh* 
on  the  part  of  the  American  authorities. 

Should  the  British  reject  all  the  above,  perliaps,  tlui  next  step 
would  be  to  select  the  British  Braille  complete  and  then  work  for 
a  joint  committee  on  contractions,  the  really  objectiojiabh;  part  of 
the  British  system.  In  any  event,  every  effort  should  be  mad(i  to 
secure  uniform  type  throughout  the  English  speaking  world. 
Nothing  less  will  satisfy  the  real  need  of  reform  in  tactile  jjrints, 
and  in  this  age  nothing  less  seems  advisable.

CONCLUSION. 


In  the  study  of  the  school  work  here  aud  the  conditions  which 
determine  its  efficiency  and  thoroughness,  we  must  notice  many 
things  which  do  not  come  legitimately  within  its  scope  but  which 
are  connate  thereto  and  which,  in  many  ways,  modify  or  deter- 
mine the  line  of  educational  efforts.  Undeniably,  the  school  should 
take  all  eligible  children  and  do  for  them  the  best  possible  that 
they  may  go  out  at  the  end  of  the  school  course  reasonably  pre- 
pared to  become  useful,  progressive  and  upright  citizens.  But, 
in  order  to  make  this  study  intelligently,  it  is  necessary  to  know 
something  of  the  conditions  which  have  brought  such  schools  into 
existence  and  somewhat  of  the  peculiar  social  organizations  which 
will  determine  the  success  of  the  graduate  students.  Aye  more, 
it  may  be  entirely  Vvdthin  the  proper  general  activities  of  the  schools 
to  seek  to  prevent  conditions  which  bring  about  the  need  of  such 
institutions  and  to  endeavor  to  eliminate  abuses  which  create  the 
demand  for  such  special  educational  efforts.  In  other  words,  a 
school's  usefulness  is  determined  not  only  by  its  work  with  the 
student  body  but  by  its  force  in  creating  proper  moral  atmosphere 
in  the  community  and  the  commonwealth  in  which  its  works.  In 
a  school  of  this  kind,  therefore,  some  thought  must  be  given  to 
prevention  of  blindness,  vocational  preparation,  available  artifices 
through  which  mental  and  moral  growth  may  be  secured  and  the 
economical  situation  in  which  the  adult  blind  are  placed. 

"We  are  in  an  age  of  transition  and  uncertainty.  International 
law  is  largely  inoperative  now.  Optimistic  dreamers  have  been 
rudely  awakened  to  the  fact  that  their  visions  are  evanescent  and 
unattainable.  Prophets  are  discredited  and  confuted.  Civilization 
is  assuming  new  and  unrecognizable  forms.  Political,  religious, 
and  social  structures  are  being  overthrown.  Education  is  in  a 
state  of  ferment  and  many  things  wliich  a  decade  ago  seemed  fixed, 
now  appear  uncertain  and  insufficient.  It  now  appears  rashly 
egotistical  to  assert  as  incontrovertible  many  aphorisms  which  have 
been  long  regarded  as  truisms.  We  must,  therefore,  approacli 
many  (juestions  of  social  organization,  of  school  ethics,  and  of 
psycho-physical  cultui-al  processes  Avith  less  assurance  than 
formerly. 
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It  is  necessary,  however,  to  have  some  basic  principles  upon 
which  to  build  a  superstructure  perhaps  incom|)hjte  and  iirip(*rrect, 
yet  of  considera1)le  synunc^try  and  utility.  W(!  must  msshmic  IIimI 
I'ight  birtli,  n  chance  for  growth  and  a  reasonable  Ojj]jortuiiity  I'or- 
service  are  inheritances  to  wiiich  cvoA-y  indivirlmil  coinponerit  oT 
society  is  justly  entitled. 

Each  child,  therefore,  sliould  have  a  fair  slart.  This  nicrins 
that  birth  should  ^ive  no  insurmountable  hereditary  impediinents. 
Prophylactic  measures  will  not  greatly  avail  when  the  structure 
is  fundamentally  faulty.  They  may  serve  to  reduce  irritation, 
but  will  not  cure  primary  weaknesses.  Society  should  recognize 
that  it  is  imperative  that  the  cui'rent  of  blood  must  run  pure  or 
irreparable  injury  will  be  entailed  upon  the  offspring.  Where 
the  blood  is  foul,  serious  disturbances  may  be  expected.  One 
virtuous  generation  will  not  avail,  l)ut  each  can  do  its  part.  How- 
ever, no  merely  temporary  measures  will  change  materially  the 
resultant  of  social  distortion.  It  is  hopeless,  almost,  in  many  lines, 
this  work  of  prevention,  when  the  brothels  are  pouring  their  poisons 
into  the  vital  current  to  break  out  in  numerous  ugly  forms.  Society 
must  recognize  that  no  amusements,  practices,  occupations  or  con- 
ditions are  tolerable  that  will  prevent  a  sound  birthright.  Prenatal 
influences  must  be  such  as  to  secure  eugenic  children. 

Much,  too,  depends  upon  proper  care  in  early  childhood.  From 
the  natal  hour  each  day  is  fi'aught  with  dangers.  Childhood  brings 
to  many  diseased  bodies  impaired  mentality  or  w^eakened  moral 
structures  because  of  carelessness,  ignorance  or  vice  on  the  part 
of  those  in  charge.  The  future  of  many  a  child  is  ruined  also  by 
well  meaning  but  weak-willed  parents.  Very  serious,  indeed,  is 
this  thing  of  rearing  children.  Verily,  there  is  no  more  serious 
business  in  life.  Good  wishes  and  prayers  alone  are  not  sufficient, 
but  intelligence,  alertness  and  consecration  also  are  imperative 
accompaniments.  In  many  ways,  society  through  legislation  and 
otherwise,  is  demanding  better  care  of  children — better  nursing 
during  sickness,  better  foods,  better  housing,  better  living  condi- 
tions in  general.  All  this  will  help  mightily.  The  conservation 
of  vision  is  in  this  receiving  due  attention.  We  have  in  this  State 
laws  to  prevent  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  to  guard  against  trachoma 
and  similar  troubles,  to  lessen  danger  from  accident  and  to  prevent 
eye  strain  in  schools.  In  spite  of  all  this,  many  children  are  yet 
blind  unnecessarily.  Club  organizations,  press,  church  and  school 
have  much  work  vet  to  do  before  this  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
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Gratifying  progress  has  been  made  in  the  education  of  blind 
ehiklren.  There  is  much  yet  to  improve  upon  in  the  years  previous 
to  their  entrance  into  schools.  Their  education  should  commence 
in  earliest  childhood  because  a  distorted  growth  of  a  few  years 
may  be  irremediable.  The  period  antedating  school  age  is  vastly 
important  and  fraught  with  many  dangers.  Much  may  yet  be 
done  to  secure  proper  training  throughout  these  years  of  childhood. 

The  school  for  the  blind  has  now  a  permanent  place  in  the 
educational  field.  That  the  blind  child  has  an  inalienable  right 
to  education  is  not  questioned.  The  day  has  now  passed,  and; 
passed  forever,  when  education  is  thought  valuable  to  the  physically 
sound  only,  and  special  schools  are  now  maintained  as  the  best 
and  most  economical  places  to  afford  such  education.  The  gen- 
eral school  system  for  the  seeing  may  be  broadened  so  as  to  take 
for  part  time  many  blind  and  semi-blind  children,  but  few  believe 
in  the  complete  a^bsorption  of  the  special  schools.  Wherever  the 
place  or  whatever  the  control,  education  to  the  blind  child  is  now 
conceded  a  right  and  must  be  given  in  place  and  kind  productive 
of  greatest  good. 

Early  even  to  a  casual  observer  it  becomes  manifest  that  in  the 
education  of  the  blind  children,  physical  training  is  fundamentally 
imiDortant.  They  are  on  an  average  w^eaker  physically  than  the 
seeing  children.  Many  on  entering  school  are  sickly,  with  un- 
trained muscles  and  without  the  experience  and  activity  usual  in 
seeing  children  of  the  same  age.  Stoop  shoulders,  awkward  move- 
ments and  pale  cheeks  may  change  to  erect  forms,  graceful  cai'- 
riages  and  ruddy  faces;  a  sluggish  brain  may  become  alert  and 
active,  but  the  change  is  often  slow  and  requires  great  patience 
and  labor  in  gymnasium,  shop  and  school.  Such  training  must  be 
thorough  and  complete  and  carried  on.  under  the  best  vital  condi- 
tions— recreations,  outdoor  exercises,  good  food,  sanitary  housing, 
cleanliness,  freedom  from  dissipation  are  superlatively  necessary. 

Vocational  education  is  now  generally  popular.  In  many  cases, 
it  is  confused  with  manual  or  industrial  training  or  pre-vocational 
work.  We  are  in  danger  of  attempting  vocational  training  at  an 
age  when  the  pupils  cannot  assimilate  it.  Vocational  education, 
proper,  here  should  not  commence  before  the  high  school  except 
for  a  considerable  detritus  which  wdll  fall  off  before  graduation. 
Vocational  training  will  be  more  satisfactory  and  effective  when 
it  is  given  in  the  final  years  or  in  technical  schools.  This  will 
prevent  an  enormous  educational  waste  and  will  be  productive  of 
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far  better  results  than  the  (efforts  to  ^\v(t  rnakc-lx'lievc!  voeatioris 
belfore  the  students  have  seriously  considciri^d  tlicir  phnM-s  in  lit'*-. 
In  countries  where  th(i  i)oi)idation  is  riion;  fixed  uwd  Wn-  diild 
generally  follows  the  voeation  ol"  \\u\  fatfier,  this  work  may  he 
given  much  earlier. 

In  this  country  vocational  education  is  ^ciwvnWy  n'^riwdcd  as 
merely  the  money-making  factor  in  a  man's  (Miuipmcnt  and  can 
be  given  in  most  instances  profitably  only  when  U\(t  sindent  lias 
begun  to  think  seriously  of  soon  becoming  an  indcfx'ndcnt  part 
of  society.  Could  we  separate  more  distinctly  the  manual  ainl 
industrial  training  from  vocational  crafts  ^nd  then  op(^n  for  the 
latter  and  other  forms  of  vocational  work  taught  here,  a  pre- 
graduate  course  of  training,  this  work  would  be  productive  of 
Car-reaching  results.  Perhaps  a  postgraduate  course  of  a  year  oi' 
two  with  close  relations  between  this  school  and  the  city  higli 
school  and  technical  institute  would  help  greatly  in  the  needed 
special  preparation.  There  might  even  be  some  authorization  by 
the  state  legislature  to  supply  in  the  state  universities  and  tech- 
nical schools  tactile  apparatus  and  other  aids,  even  to  the  pur- 
chase of  embossed  books  and  the  provision  of  a  Reader,  whereby 
such  universities  may  become  available  to  the  graduates  of  this 
school. 

Cultural  education  on  the  other  hand  relates  to  growth  into 
the  ideal  way  of  living  and,  in  its  best  sense,  deals  with  the  develop- 
ment and  conservation  of  all  vital  forces  and  the  judicious  use  of 
all  forms  of  human  capital.  In  common  acceptance  of  the  term, 
vocational  education's  chief  purpose  is  the  preparation  to  make 
money  and  cultural  education  chiefly  relates  to  its  judicious  ex- 
penditure. In  this  day  much  emphasis  is  placed  upon  money- 
making,  hence  the  urgent  cry  for  vocational  training.  But  are 
we  not  now  wanting  as  much  in  the  really  vital  cultural  com- 
pleteness as  in  the  ability  to  make  money  adequately?  If  two- 
thirds  of  all  money  spent  for  clothing  and  housing,  three-fourths 
of  all  spent  for  food  and  amusement  neither  add  to  growth  and 
development  nor  contribute  to  the  real  gratification  of  the  senses; 
if  substantially  all  of  the  enormous  expenditure  for  drink  and 
tobacco  is  not  only  wasted  but  actually  deleterious,  is  there  not 
urgent  need  for  more  perfect  cultural  training?  This  is  a  fast 
age  and  most  of  us  are  more  concerned  in  making  money  than 
the  real  exigencies  demand.  This  is  not  so  applicable  to  blind 
people  as  to  the  general  public,  but  in  many  cases  these  spend 
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much  money  unnecessarily.  Is  there  then  too  much  attention  paid 
to  real  cultural  education  and  does  it  not  need  crystallizing  into 
tlie  concrete  virtues?  We  do  not  advocate  less  efficiency -and  thor- 
OLig-hness  in  vocational  training,  but  we  do  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  increased  power  in  making  money  unaccompanied  by 
(corresponding  education  in  its  judicious  use  may  be  deleterious 
and  productive  of  much  unhappiness.  AVe  wish  to  emphasize  that 
vocational  training  should  be  only  a  means  to  serve  in  a  powerful 
way  to  develop  an  inner  and  higher  life.  In  other  words,  a  voca- 
tion is  only  valuable  when  it  contributes  to  character  and  upright, 
progressive  citizenship.  Civilization  is  censurable  only  when  it 
denies  a  reasonable  opportunity  for  substantial  growth,  and  any 
education  is  faulty  when  it  does  not  instill  in  the  student  the 
desire  to  give  back  to  that  civilization  the  best  there  is  in  him.  The 
sphere  of  activity  may  not  be  extensive,  but  in  that  sphere  the 
essential  thing  is  a  spirit  of  growth  and  of  service.  To  draw  from 
society  and  to  give  nothing  in  return  is  paralyzing;  to  give  full 
returns  for  all  that  is  received  is  the  most  perfect  felicity. 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  that  school  is  best  which  in  the 
course  of  its  instruction  evolves  the  truest  cultural  aspirations  and 
gives  the  skill  and  the  mental  and  spiritual  strength  to  work  out 
these  even  under  adverse  circumstances.  No  physical  or  vocational 
education  will  extensively  avail  when  the  mind  and  the  spirit  do 
not  look  to  the  best  of  which  they  are  capable.  No  pupil  can  be 
considered  educated,  in  the  best  sense,  who  does  not  strongly 
desire  to  continue  his  growth,  to  live  a  clean  and  useful  life  and 
to  give  full  returns  for  all  he  receives.  Any  education  which 
administers  merely  to  the  sensual  is  vicious.  The  best  education, 
therefore,  is  that  which  develops  real  men  and  women.  As  Presi- 
dent Hibben  states:  "The  best  vocational  training  is  that  which 
best  fits  a  student  for  the  vocation  of  being  a  man. " 

After  the  start  and  the  preparation  what  of  the  opportunity 
for  a  life  of  happiness  in  useful  service?  That  society  owes  to 
every  one  such  an  opportunity  is  undeniable.  That  there  are  now 
adequate  openings  for  the  blind,  few  will  affirm.  The  need  of 
some  adjustment  of  economic  conditions  for  such  has  for  some 
time  been  apparent.  If  opportunity  be  too  easy,  life  becomes  a 
travesty;  if  opportunity  be  too  char}^,  life's  best  aspirations  are 
paralyzed.  The  blind  should  have  a  better  opening  for  earnest 
effort.  Many  have  become.,  trul}^  successful.  What  should  be 
sought  for  those  only  partially  so,  is  a  more  even  chance  to  become 
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independent  through  their  own  labor.  A  law  has  been  recently 
passed  in  this  State  creating  a  commission  to  give  this  question  of 
opportunity  and  other  similar  ones  careful  study  and  to  see  in 
what  way  may  be  secured  additional  openings.  The  spirit  of  this 
law  is  admirable.  ''To  prevent  unnecessary  loss  of  vision,  to  study 
out  lines  of  remunerative  occupation  and  to  fit  anxious  v\'ork(;r-s 
for  such,  to  aid  the  unemployed  to  his  place  of  usefulness,  to 
open  up  marts  for  sightless  home  workers,  to  stimulate  the  de- 
spondent" are  the  principal  features  of  this  excellent  piece  of 
legislation.  But  there  are  dangers.  It  will  be  necessary  to  operate 
judiciously  and  discriminately  under  this  law  or  indifference  and 
idleness  may  be  developed  where  activity  and  industry  were  to  be 
cultivated.  Should  this  law  be  permitted  to  encourage  laxity  in 
industry,  dissatisfaction  with  reasonable  employment  or  to  weaken 
self -directed  effort,  it  will  prove  disastrous.  The  purpose  of  the 
law  is  to  help  the  blind  help  themselves.  No  one  should  expect 
society  to  do  for  him  what  he  can,  accomplish  by  his  own  efforts. 
This  work  has  commenced  auspiciously  and  it  is  the  prayer  of 
every  true  friend  of  the  blind  that  nothing  will  be  permitted  that 
will  make  them  less  self-reliant  and  independent. 
Let  us  now  collect  the  substance  of  this  study : 

1.  Real  phj'-sical  soundness  can  be  secured  only  through  a 
regeneration  of  the  social  structure  by  an  elimination  of  grave 
sexual  vices  and  manj^  forms  of  social  dissipation. 

2.  Every  power  of  school,  press,  church  and  government  should 
be  invoked  to  secure  the  proper  protection  of  the  special  senses 
and  to  give  healthy  environment  for  physical  growth. 

3.  The  body  should  be  developed  and  trained  in  so  far  as  to 
afford  sufficient  force  for  mental  and  moral  growth  which  must 
necessarily  be  the  chief  end  sought. 

4.  Some  form  of  industrial  or  professional  activity  should  be 
required  in  order  to  afford  financial  independence  and  a  means  of 
individual  growth. 

5.  Society  should  afford  each  member  a  fair  opportunity  to 
expand  and  to  return  adequate  service. 

6.  Cultural  education  should  be  vitalized  so  that  it  may  give 
a  more  determined,  independent,  conscientious  citizenship. 

7.  Society  should  realize  that  a  spirit  of  service  and  a  fair 
return  for  benefits  and  privileges  enjoyed  is  absolutely  necessar\- 
to  the  realization  of  a  rich  and  complete  life.

Upon  such  premises  is  this  school  planned.  Looking  towards 
the  realization  of  such,  in  a  measure,  to  our  pupils,  four  distinct 
and  well-equipped  departments  are  maintained,  viz.,  (1)  the  De- 
partment of  Physical  Culture;  (2)  the  Department  of  Manual 
and  Industrial  Training;  (3)  the  School  of  Music;  and  (4)  the 
School  of  Common  and  High  School  Branches. 

Simultaneously  and  with  the  coordination,  correlation  and 
emphasis  thought  necessary  in  the  changing  conditions  and  de- 
velopment of  the  pupils,  regular  and  systematic  work  is  done  in 
these.  The  purpose  is  to  secure  as  much  physical,  industrial, 
mental  and  moral  growth  as  possible — to  give  power  and  to  turn 
this  power  towards  the  best  opening  for  independent,  useful  and 
self-reliant  citizenship.

The  Meridian  street  sidewalk  is  seriously  out  of  repair  and 
some  attention  shouhl  l)e  given  to  it  by  the  proper  authorities. 

The  increase  of  $2,000  in  maintenance  is  uiade  necessary  foi* 
the  fiscal  years  of  1917-1918  and  1918-1919,  and  to  supplement 
the  maintenance  appropriatioii  of  1916-1917,  because  of  the  in- 
creased cost  of  supplies ;  the  need  of  a  permanent  full  time  store- 
keeper ;  and  the  need  of  renewal  of  furniture  aixi  equipment  which 
have  not  been  kept  up  to  the  former  standard  because  the  appro- 
priations for  the  past  two  years  have  barely,  met  the  imperative 
current  expenses  of  the  school.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  Hit  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Sev- 
entieth Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Indiana  School 
for  the  Blind,  covering  in  detail  the  work  for  the  fiscal  year,  com- 
mencing October  1,  1915,  and  closing  September  30,  1916. 

The  entire  plant  is  in  good  condition.  Several  minor  improve- 
ments should  be  made,  and  in  the  near  future  considerable  money 
should  be  expended  in  external  improvements  on  some  of  the 
buildings.  A  specific  appropriation  should  be  secured  for  extensive 
roof  and  gutter  repairs  and  for  external  repainting.  Concrete 
walks  should  replace  the  worn-out  gravel  ones  in  the  front  yard  and 
a  new  fireproof  floor  should  take  the  place  of  the  rough  stone 
one  in  the  front  hall  of  the  second  door  of  the  main  building. 
The  laundry  equipment  and  that  of  the  kitchen  will  soon  need  re- 
newal in  most  part,  but  these  may  perhaps  answer  the  ensuing 
biennial  period. 

Within  the  year,  the  school  has  been  visited  and  inspected  by 
members  or  agents  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  State 
Board  of  Accounts,  and  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  and  the  finan- 
cial ti'ansactions,  the  educational  work,  and  the  care  of  the  pupils 
approved. 

All  applicants  whO'  came  within  the  requirements  of  residence, 
age,  and  physical  and  mental  capacity,  were  -admitted  and  given 
proper  instruction. 

The  attendance  of  the  pupils  tliroughout  the  year  was  regular 
and  their  conduct  satisfactory.  In  no  instance  was  there  danger- 
ous sickness  and  the  health  of  all  was  as  good  as  could  be  expected. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  there  were  present  122 
pui)ils^ — 57  males  and  65  females.  There  were  enrolled  during  the 
year  73  boys  and  80  girls,  a  total  of  153.  At  the  close  of  the  year, 
September  30,  1916,  there  were  present  117  pupils — 58  boys  and  59 
girls.  The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  was  124.18 — 
59.04  boys  and  65.14  girls.

INFORMATION. 


1.  The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  purely  educational.  The 
aim  is  to  give  a  practical  education  to  the  young  blind  of  both 
sexes  residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common  and  high  school 
branches  are  taught.  An  extensive  course  in  music  is  available  to 
all  who  have  talent  in  this  direction.  A  thorough  course  is  given 
in  several  industrial  tradesi,  such  as  broom-making,  cane-seating 
chairs,  sloyd  and  piano-tuning.  The  girls  learn  sewing  (by  hand 
and  machine),  knitting,  crocheting,  beadwork,  etc.  The  purpose 
is  to  make  the  pupils  useful,  contented,  self-supporting  citizens.  A 
gymnasium  is  equipped  and  a  special  teacher  drills  the  pupils  in 
system.atic  physical  exercises.  Pupils  when  not  in  recitation  are 
in  charge  of  supervisors. 

2.  The  school  term  (nine  months)  commences  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  Sex)tember  and  closes  early  in  June.  There  is  no 
vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  Applicants  v/ho  are  under  eight  or  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age  are  not  admitted. 

4.  No  person  of  iml^ecile  or  unsound  mind  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral character  will  be  l\nowingly  received  into  the  school,  and  i]i 
case  any  pupil  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for  useful 
instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  school,  such 
pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State;  and  tuition,  board 
and  washing  are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils  residing  in  In- 
diana, The  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  must  supply  them  mth 
comfortable  clothing,  suitable  for  summer  and  ^dnter  wear,  in  such 
(juantity  as  will  admit  of  necessary  changes.  Each  article  of  cloth- 
ing should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name  and  must 
be  sent  in  good  condition.  The  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  nuist 
be  defrayed  by  parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  i)Ositively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  school  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well 
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as  at  any  other  time  when  hucM  removal  may  b(;  dee/rKjd  necessary 
by  the  proper  officers  ther(K)f ;  and  in  ca^se  of  failiint  of  frif^nds  oT 
any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provision  is  iruide  \)y  the 
law  for  sending  such  pupil  to  the  trustee  of  the  tcjwnsliij;  in  wliich 
he  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at  the  expense  oi"  tin;  town- 
ship. 

7.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  ai'c  r{,-(juired  to 
fdl  the  prescribed  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same;  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  school,  giving  truthful  answers  to  tlu;  inter- 
rogatories therein  contained,  and  procuring  th(^  signatures  of  a  jus 
tice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto  attached;  and  the  ])iipil 
must  in  no  ease  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have;  been  n.'- 
ceived  and  favorably  responded  to  by  the  superintendent. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in  I'c- 
gard  to  the  school,  and  will  thankfully  receive  any  Information  con- 
cerning those  who  should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  school  or  visitiiig  thein  can 
not  be  accommodated  with  board  and  lodging. 

10.  That  the  work  of  the  school  may  be  done  to  the  highest 
good  of  all  it  is  necessary  that  every  pupil  shall  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  term,.  Faithful  work  and  prompt  and  regular  at- 
tendance are  essential  to  advancement  and  promotion.  No  pupil 
wdio  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  is  irregular  in  attend- 
ance or  drops  out  before  the  close  of  the  term,  can  hope  to  do  ac- 
ceptable work  and  receive  promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excellent 
reason  for  doing  otherwise,  every  pupil  should  be  present  on  the 
first  day  and  remain  throughout  the  term. 

11.  Each  pupil  should  be  supplied  with  the  following  articles 
of  good  quality: 

Boys' — Two  hats,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pairs  of  pants, 
four  pairs  of  socks  or  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four  shirts,  Uvo  suits 
of  underwear,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of 
suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  a  hair  brush. 
Small  boys  need  no  suspenders,  but  should  be  supplied  with  an 
extra  suit  of  underwear. 

Girls — Tv/o  woolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  aprons,  three 
night  dresses,  two  suits  of  summer  and  three  of  winter  underwear, 
two  dark  and  two  light  skii-ts,  six  pairs  of  stockings,  six  handker- 
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chiefs,  a  wrap,  a  hat,  rubbers,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  a  tooth  brush,  a 
clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  a  hair  brush. 

The  above  supplies  will  be  necessary  within  the  year  and  must 
be  supplied  as  needed  that  the  children  may  be  kept  clean  and  com- 
fortable. When  parents  are  not  able  to  furnish  the  required  sup- 
plies, they  should  not  liesitate  to  call  upon  the  township  trustee, 
who  will  provide  for  the  needs  of  those  who  are  worthy. 

12.  It  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  guardians,  etc.,  to  pro- 
vide for  all  incidental  expenses  of  pupils.  It  will  likewise  be  nec- 
essary for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the  school  to  furnish  them 
transportation  to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  the  term.

PURPOSE  AND  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 


The  following  paper,  read  by  the;  Suix'riril (indent  at  tliis  year's 
biennial  meeting  of  the  Workers  for  the  lilind,  is  expbiiiatory  of 
the  purpose  and  work  done  by  this  sehool : 

"The  spirit  of  deuiioeracy  is  the  force  whicli  has  hi-oiii^ht  about,  in 
this  country  the  system  of  free  public  schools."  In  a  nation  where 
Sovernment  is  by  the  few;  where  priestcraft  is  the  inteii)reter  of  the  reli- 
gious instinct  and  where  economic  life  is  controlled  largely  by  a  spc^.-ial 
class,  little  opportunity  is  alforded  for  popular  expansion  of  thought  {ind 
volition,  and  but  little  is  desired  by  those  in  control.  "In  a  democracy 
self-government  is  the  central  idea  and  self-government  without  universal 
education,  from  the  first  will  be  a  failure/'  There  is  no  power  in  tin;  words 
"free  government"  to  insure  good  goveriuuent,  the  only  virtue  lies  in  the 
education  and  integrity  of  a  free  people.  A  declaration  of  iiuK^pendence 
will  not  do  away  with  ignorance  and  vice.  "There  is  no  safety  in  i)aper 
constitutions.  Independence,  justice,  virtue  and  benevolence  must  Ije  writ- 
ten in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  Fortunate  indeed  was  it  that  the  founders 
of  this  nation  fully  realized  this  and  made  the  most  wonderful  scK-ial  ex- 
periment in  the  history  of  our  race — the  attempt  to  educate  at  public  ex- 
pense all  the  children  of  all  the  people.  Thus  we  have  now  the  only 
nation  which  has  free  schools  common  to  all  classes;  of  children — strong 
and  weak,  rich  and  poor,  high  and  low. '  In  all  this  we  have  the  correla- 
tion of  the  ideas  of  the  State  assuming  the  instruction  and  preparation  of 
all  the  children  in  order  that  they  in  turn  may  become  the  intelligent  and 
self-directing  force  that  will  give  vitality  and  strength  to  the  nation. 
Public  education,  consequently,  invol\es  public  virtue  as  a  result  of  such 
sacrifices,  and  no  self-respecting  citizen  can  have  accepted  his  education 
from  the  State  witliout  giving  subisequentiy  to  that  State  a  life  of  service 
and  of  self-immolation.  In  this  is  our  idea  of  citizenship  and  in  this  is 
our  country's  safety  and  protection.  Faith  in  our  public  schools  is  there- 
fore the  sure  foundation  of  onr  country's  future. 

The  nature  of  this  education  is  yet  an  open  question.  To'  some  it 
means  a  mere  conning  of  the  texts ;  to  others  it  means  the  full  assimilation 
of  all  the  activities  of  life.  To  some  it  fills  a  part  of  a  complete  whole, 
involving  the  home,  the  church  and  the  social  structure;  to  others  it  must 
assume  the  entire  responsibility  of  physical,  vocational,  intellectual,  moral 
and  spiritual  development  of  the  children.  W.  T.  Harris  gives  a  siife 
guide  in  the  following:  "Education  is  the  preparation  of  the  individual  for 
reciprocal  union  with  society,  the  preparation  of  the  individual  so  that 
he  can  help  his  fellow  men  an-d  in  turn  receive  and  appropriate  their  help. ' 
From  this  we  must  conclude  that  there  is  no  true  tMlucation  which  does 
not  contemplate  intelligent  and  continuous  growth  and  reciprocal  servire 
to  neighhor  and  to  State.  The  student's  life,  therefore,  is  not  to  be 
selfish  gain,  but  one  of  symmetrical  growth  in  order  that  it  may  fnrtluM'  in 
tlie  broadest  way  the  best  interest  of  society.    The  school  will  strixc.  tluM\^- 
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fore,  to  secur-e  as  far  as  obtainable  to  each  student  a  sound  body — clean 
and  responsive  to  all  necessary  activities — and  a  mind,  strong,  capable  and 
cultured,  aspiring  to  tbe  best  there  is  in  life.  Thus  we  now  come  to  the 
essentials  of  American  citizenship — growth  and  service. 

A  special  school,  as  our  school,  differs  in  no  way,  in  purpose  and  in 
results  to  be  secured,  from  the  general  educational  system.  It  is  residential 
only  because  in  this  appears  the  most  economical  and  efficient  way  of 
educating  the  blind.  This  m  no  way  changes  the  ])Uii)ose  of  its  work  or 
weakens  its  obligation  to  society.  Spec4al  schools  face  in  a  special  way 
those  problems  which  are  common  to  all  schools^ — preparation  for  intelli- 
gent and  useful  citizenship.  In  this  as  in  all  must  be  instilled  the  liaDit 
of  continuous  growth  and  the  spirit  of  service.  Body,  mind  and  spirit  are 
the  triune  entities  upon  which  tlie  educational  forces  must  ^^'ork.  Citizen- 
ship in  tlie  most  complete  sense  miist  be  the  ideal  of  such  labor. 

In  this  School  for  the  Blind,  the  training  of  the  physical  powers  re- 
ceives special  attention.  Even  to  a  casual  observer,  it  isi  evident  that 
physical  training  is  here  fundamentally  impoi'tant.  The  students  are  on 
an  average  weaker  physically  than  seeing  childi'en.  Many  on  entering  school 
are  sickly',  witJi  untiained  muscles  and  without  the  experience  and  activity 
usiial  in  seeing  children  of  the  same  age.  Stoop  shoulders,  aA^kward  move- 
ments, pale  cheeks,  and  jenemic  systems  may  cbange  to  erect  forms,  grace- 
ful carriage,  and  robust  liodies.  A  sluggish  brain  may  become  alert  and 
actiye,  but  this  change  is  often  slow  and  requii'es  good  living  conditions 
and  great  patience  and  labor  in.  gymnasium,  shop  and  school.  Such  train- 
ing must  be  thoTOUgh  and  complete  and  carried  on  under  the  best  vital 
conditions — sufficient  recreations,  outdoor  exercises,  good  food,  sanitary 
housing,  cleanliness,  freedom,  from  dissipation  are  all  imperati^-ely  neces- 
sary. To  secure  the  above  the  Indiana  School,  far  beyond  most  schools 
of  its  kind,  has  gone  to  much  expense  and  continues  to  exercise  much  care. 
Large  well-ligbted  and  well-ventilated  dormitory  rooms  have  ]>een  provided 
tor  the  students.  Pure  drinking  water,  substantial  and  wholesome  food 
receive  much  attention.  The  milk,  meat,  bread,  vegetables,  cereals,  etc.. 
are  secured  from  responsible  liiins  and  are  of  the  best  and  well  prepared. 
Courses  in  certain  forms  of  industrial  work  are  given  to  train  in  manual 
activity  and  to  gi\e  suiipleness  to  the  body.  Gymnasium  drills  and  exer- 
cises are  generally  and  continuously  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting any  weaknesses  and  to  give  tone  and  symmetry  to  the  whole  sys- 
tem. Exei'cises  out  ol  doors  are  encouraged  and  free  '\'entilaticni  required 
in  every  room.  Ample  bathing  facilities  ha^  e  hevu  provided  and  cleanliness 
and  proper  care  of  the  body  required.  All  tliis  is  to  secure  physical  sound- 
ness, as  far  as  possible,  to  further  mental  and  moral  growth  and  to  form 
a  basis  for  future  vocational  acti^•ities.  Any  one  at  all  familiar  with  the 
condition  of  many  of  the  children  on  entering  school  and  who  follows  them 
into  the  upper  grades  can,  not  fail  to  realize  the  vast  importance  of  such 
training  m  preparing  tliem  for  the  activities  of  adult  life. 

The  injlustrial  and  vocational  training  incliule  rhose  lines  approved  by 
the  bes(:  schools,  with  special  emphasis  on  educational  values.  No  pupil 
is  i)ei-niitte(l  to-  i-eniaiu  in  school  without  a  lair  anionnt  of  time  being  given 
t<v  tli(>  study  of  these  and  no  impil  is  graduat(Ml  without  having  completed 
some  form  of  vocational  activity.  The  course  of  study  in  literary  branches 
is  the  one  ap))roved   by   the   State   IVvard   of   Education,   suirplemented   by 
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numerons  lines  siijvposed  i(y  ho  csiK-cially  hcJiilul  \<,  I  In-  hlind.  TIk;  work 
in  music  is  of  a  high  order  and  includes  that  most  vMlnMhlc  lo  the  students, 
and  the  department  is  e<iuipped  with  (?xpensiv(^  ;iiid  immfioiis  \  ;iii('fl(;.s  of 
instruments.  Our  course  of  study  is  soiiji^ht  by  m;in.\'  schools  .mkI  is  j,'(?n- 
erally  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  heliifiil  and  suggcslJNc.  Om-  school  is 
a  commissioiied  high  school  and  me(its  the  full  appro\;i]  of  IIk;  Siipoin- 
tendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  of  every  State  Iligli  School  In^i»(K-tor 
who  has  made  the  annual  examinations.  Our  standing  as  a  scliool  among 
similar  ones  of  America  is  the  highest.  In  ev(>ry  dcitartniciil  tlic  coiii*se 
of  study  is  constructed  so  as  to  properly  correlalc  and  co-oidinatt'  the 
different  studies  and  is  intended  to  give  the  i)upils  the  best  dcN clopniciit 
of  body,  mind  and  spirit  possible  in  order  that  they  may  intelligently  and 
successfully  meet  the  problems  of  after  jears. 

But  a  course  of  study  is  only  the  fran)ework  which  gives  directioji  and. 
outline  to  the  activities  of  the  school.  Tlie  really  vital  i)art  wliicli  se(Mires 
roundness  and  completeness  lies  in  the  indi\idual  efforts  of  the  otiir-ers  and 
teachers  in  their  contact  with  the  growing  children.  This  influence  is 
intended  to  supplement  the  formal  work  and  to  prepare  the  students  for 
the  particular  activities  they  will  have  to  assume.  From  their  first  entrance 
into  school  all  efforts  are  directed  towards  training  the  children  into 
clean,  clear-thinking,  self-acting  individuals,  capable  of  assuming  useful 
positions  in  the  social  and  business  world.  Undeniably  this  education  is 
far-reaching  and  valuable,  but  in  many  instances  its  full  value  is  not 
innnediately  apparent.  It  is  an  easy  matter  to  see  a  day's  wagef>  when 
paid  in  money,  but  it  is  a  difficult  thing  tO'  compute  the  value  of  a  day's 
labor  in  character  building.  Much  attention  is  given  to  secure  sincere, 
frank  and  truthful  conduct  in  the  relations  of  pupils  to  pupils  and  of 
pupils  to  teachers  and  officers.  Thrift  and  business  habits  are  taught  as  fai* 
as  possible  through  concrete  business  activities.  The  boys  and  girls  make 
their  own  purchases,  under  guidance  when  desired,  contract  their  own  debts 
and  pay  their  own  bills,  and.  in  but  few  cases  are  their  transactions  4pies- 
tionable.  They  look  after  their  items  of  personal  needs,  such  as  laundry, 
etc.,  and  they  have  almost  entire  control  of  their  own  correspondence. 
They  make  their  toilets,  select  the  articles  of  apparel  and  many  of  them 
make  nuich  of  their  clothing.  In  the  case  of  the  older  pupils  man.\'  enter 
into  considerable  business  activity.  Some  act  as  agents,  others  sell  brooms 
or  solicit  and  cane  chairs  and  in  various  ways  develop  business  instinct 
and  business  habits.  It  is  no  unusual  thing  tor  pupils  to  have  earned  in 
this  way  a  considerable  amount  of  money  and  in  some  instances  to  have 
paid  their  expenses  while  at  school  and  to  have  sa^'ed  some  money  at 
graduation.  The  school  has  arranged  rooms  to  accommodate  such  pri^ate 
business  enterprises  and  in  every  way  possible  encoui-ages  such  activity 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  They  are  required  to  deal  honestly  and  to  make 
every  reasonable  effort  to  satisfy  customers.  No  discourteoiis  c-onduct,  in- 
ditferent  work  or  overcharge  is  permitted,  and  a  pupil  chronicall.A-  so 
offending  is  put  out  of  business  until  he  is  willing  to  trade  in  a  legitimate 
and  honorable  way.  Many  a  dollar  is  thus  honestly  made  and  many  a 
pupil  receives  his  most  impressive  lessons  in  business  in  this  maimer  o': 
self -directed  activity.  The  vocational  trades  approved  by  school  authorities 
and  which  promise  some  financial  returns  in  the  future  and  which  lia\i> 
educational  value  are  taught  in  the  Indiana  School  and  no  pupil  graduates 
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without  lla^■illg  inasterecl  as  far  as   lie   is   able  some  form   of   vocational 
activity. 

It  is  now  becoming  more  and  more  evident  that  when  failure  occurs 
in  life  after  school,  that  in  most  instances  other  causes-  than,  blindness 
have  been  largely  responsible  for  such.  The  fact,  however,  must  not  be 
overlooked  that  the  future  of  the  graduates  will  indubitably  lie  rather  in 
mental  effort,  in  business  a)>titude  and  moral  determination  than  in  any 
form  of  handicraft :  and  wherever  possible  the  blind  should  seek  mental 
and  moral  strength  and  excellence  as  the  surest  way  tO'  independence. 
It  is  important,  too,  that  a  blind  student  be  required  to  think  out  methods 
of  action  and  rules  of  conduct  rather  than  follow  direction,  by  teacher  or 
supervisor.  In  this  way  he  becomes  self-reliant  and  capable  and  will 
therefore  meet  successfully  the  contingencies  of  life.  The  best  means  of 
instruction,  therefore,  is  to  actually  require  the  pupil  to  do  that  thing 
which  he  is  expected  to  master,  and  wherever  it  be  possible  such  is  re- 
quired. Every  opportunity  possible  is  afforded  the  students  to  mix  with 
business  activities.  The  student,  too,  must  be  trained  in  the  idea  that  life 
is  made  rich  and  complete  rather  by  the  character  of  work  done  than  by 
the  amount  accomplished.  In  many  cases  the  best  service  in  life  has  been 
given  in  lowly  situations.  We  can  call  to  mind  lives  of  beauty  and  of 
influence  which  Avere  not  seen  by  many.  A  life  is  measured  therefore  rather 
by  the  effort  made  and  the  sacrifices  performed  in  a  great  way,  than  by 
the  approval  of  men. 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  that  school  is  best  which  in  the  course  of 
its  instruction  evolves  the  truest  cultural  aspirations  and  gives  the  skill 
and  the  mental  and  spiritual  strength  to  work  out  these  even  under  ad- 
verse circumstances.  No  physical,  vocational  or  intellectual  education  will 
extensively  avail  where  the  mind  and  the  spirit  do  not  look  to  the  best  of 
which  they  are  capable.  No  pupil  can  be  considered  educated,  in  the  best 
sense,  who  does  not  stfongly  desire  to  continue  his  growth,  to  live  a  clean 
and  useful  life  and  to  give  full  returns  for  all  he  receives.  Any  education 
which  administers  merely  to  the  sensual  is  vicious.  The  best  education, 
tlierefore,  is  that  which  develops  real  men  and  women.  This  means  that 
the  body  should  be  clean,  healthy  and  responsive  to  all  reasonable  demands 
upon  it;  that  the  mind  should  be  clear,  strong  and  aggressive,  and  that  the 
si>irit  should  stimulate  to  the  highest  groiwth  and  service  of  AAhich  the  bcxly 
and  the  mind  are  capable.  With  such,  all  minor  complications  will  be 
resolved  and  sooner  or  later  each  such  person  will  find  his  place  in  life 
and  do  his  part  conscientiously,  ably  and  AA'ell.  Upon  such  premises  is 
this  school  ])lanned.  Looking  towards  the  realization  of  such,  in  a  measure, 
to  our  pupils,  four  distinct  and  well-equipped  departments  are  )naintained, 
viz.,  (1)  the  Department  of  Physical  Culture;  (2)  the  Department  of 
Manual  and  Industrial  Training;  (3)  the  School  of  IMusic;  and  (4)  the 
School  of  Oonnnon  and  High  School  Branches. 

Simultaneously  and  with  the  co-ordination,  correlation  and  emphasis 
thought  necessary  in  the  changing  conditions  and  development  of  the 
pupils,  regular  and  systematic  work  is  done  in  these.  The  purpose  is  to 
se(;ure  as  much  physical,  industrial,  mental  and  moral  growth  as  possible — 
to  give  power  and  to  turn  this  power  towards  the  best  opening  for  inde- 
pendent, useful  and  self-reliant  citizenshii>. 

And  what  are  the  results  of  such  training  and  education?    They  are,  in 
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Jiiy  judgment,  largely  satisfactory,  oven  under  the  ordinary  tests  of  business 
returns,  and  highly  so  when  we  liave  the  crucial  test  of  character  examina- 
tion. I  am  ol  the  opinion  that  the  blind  of  no  State  in  the  l.'nion  can  show 
a  higher  per  cent  of  school  graduaK.'s  who  are  refined,  self-supporting, 
conscientious,  useful  citi/eiis  than  can  this  State.  It  sometimes  r(;quires 
some  years  for  graduates  to  find  themselves.  Tl)ey  nuiy  for  a  while  fail 
to  get  their  places  of  usefulness,  but  in  the  end  these.'  are  generally  s(;cur(i<i. 
Sometimes  we  have  followed  them  with  doubts.  Souu^timcs  we  have 
grieved  over  their  failures,  but  generally  they  Inne  riglitcil  themselves 
and  have  done  duty  well  and  sucessfully.  Keceiitly  a  young  graduate, 
unusually  talented  juid  well  equipped  for  life's  work,  bad  apjjarently 
failed  to  do  his  part.  At  the  biennial  gathering  last  year  he  tohl  of  his 
want  of  success.  He  was  shown  that  he  had  caused  this  by  his  want  of 
business  integrity  and  his  carelessness  in  fidfilling  his  obligations.  lie 
was  advised  to  lea've  his  assodates  in  this  city  and  fi'y  again  under  a 
severer  standard  of  business  integrity.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  he  has 
now  good  employment  and  is  appareiuly  successful.  Amidst  the  cares 
and  sometimes  disappointuKmts  of  school  work,  it  is  gratifying  and  en- 
couraging in  the  extreme  to  see,  frequently,  the  later  graduates  returning 
for  a  brief  visit,  looking  clean  and  prosperous  and  showing  in  their  coun- 
tenances that  they  are  doing  their  part  in  life's  work.  They  have  been 
taught  and  generally  believe  that  beyond  and  through  the  annoyances 
and  trials,  the  struggles  and  the  sacrifices,  there  is  a  higher  good,  and 
that  real  growth  and  contentment  can  come  only  through  the  approval  of 
conscience  and  the  realization  that  life  in  the  fullest  is  not  only  the  ap- 
propriation and  assiimllation  of  those  things  which  give  i)leasure  to  the 
senses,  but  also  the  sending  forth  to  neighbor  and  to  society  in  sympa- 
thetic spirit  the  choicest  gifts  of  heart  and  soul.  This  school  has  stood 
and  now  stands  for  the  complete  education  of  body,  mind  and  spirit  of  its 
students,  and  its  graduates  have  responded  nobly  to  its  instruction.  They 
have  learned  the  lesson  of  Lucile : 

"For  oiir  life  is  but  love 
In  act.

EMBOSSED  TYPE  FOR  THE  BLIND: 


Almost  from  the  foundation  of  the  first  school  for  the  blind  in 
America  the  form  of  embossed  t3^pe  has  been  a  most  troublesome 
(juestion.  The  old  line  type  did  not  satisfy  the  needs  of  touch  com- 
munication. The  British  Braille  had  serious  weaknesses,  especially 
in  contractions.  To'  overcome  these  were  invented,  almost  simul- 
taneously, the  American  Braille  and  the  New  York  Point.  Each 
of  these  had  its  advantages,  each  of  these  had  its  advocates,  but 
each  failed  to  meet  fully  the  needs  of  the  student.  For  four  decades 
the  advocates  of  each  have  struggied  for  the  mastery  to  the  con- 
fusion and  disadvantage  of  the  blind  in  America. 

All  recognize  the  great  need  of  a  uniform  type,  but  heretofore 
such  has  not  been  realized.  A  few  years  ago  there  was  appointed 
a  committee  of  blind  people  known  as  "The  Uniform  Type  Com- 
mittee, ' '  to  study  out  some  solution  to  this  vexatious  question.  After 
much  earnest  consideration  and  systematic  work  a  new  type,  "The 
Standard  Dot,"  was  projected  (perhaps  unwisely)  upon  American 
])eople.  This  system  was  approved  by  the  Association  of  Workers 
for  the  Blind  and  a  joint  commission  from  this  association  and  the 
American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  was  appointed  to 
study  further  the  situation,  to  make  tentative  changes  if  neces- 
sary, to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  English  and  to  report  prog- 
ress to  the  latter  association  at  its  meeting  in  Halifax  in  June,  1916. 
This  commission  investigated  the  question  carefully  and  ai-rived  at 
the  conclusion  that  the  only  possible  solution,  was  in  the  adoption 
of  the  English  Braille  after  certain  improvements  in  contractions 
were  secured.  This  was  recommended  to  the  Halifax  convention 
and  after  careful  consideration  approved  by  a  vote  of  thirty-three 
to  three.  A  committee  on  revision  has  been  appointed  by  the  gen- 
eral type  committee  of  Great  Britain  and  a  similar  committee  by 
the  American  commission  on  uniform  type.  It  now  remains  for 
these  committees  to  reconciU^  differences  wlien  iu  case  of  such  agree- 
inent  uniform  type  thi'oughout  the  English-speaking  world  will  be 
an  established  fact.  In  casc^  these  committees  cannot  agree  un- 
d(>ul)t(Mily  the  thing  to  do  in  this  country  is  to  adopt  the  English 
Braille  with  a  simplified  system  of  contractions  as  near  those  of 
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Grades  I  and  II  of  the  Enjfrlish  system  as  praeticahh-  ni\<\  Inisl  IIm* 
good  sense  of  the  friends  of  the  blind  on  the  two  cofitiriMits  in  the 
near  future  to  bring  about  a  complete  agreem(;nt. 

In  any  event  every  effort  should  b(;  mad(;  to  secure;  uniform  t^'pe 
throughout  the  English-speaking  world.  Nothing  less  will  satisfy 
the  real  need  of  reform  in  tactile  prints,  and  in  this  age  nothing  h^ss 
seems  advisable.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Sir — In  compliance  with  provisions  of  law  prescribing  our 
duties  as  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Indiana 
School  for  the  Blind,  we  respectfully  submit  to  your  Excel- 
lency the  seventy-hrst  annual  report  of  the  board. 

Changes  in  the  membership  of  the  board  during  the  year 
by  the  succession  of  T.  A.  Clifton  to  the  position  formerly 
held  by  L.  M.  Dunlap,  and  of  W.  D.  Bynum  to  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  F,  F.  Wiley,  necessitated  a  partial 
reorganization  of  the  board,  which  was  made  by  the  selection 
of  T.  A.  Clifton  as  secretary  and  W.  D.  Bynum  as  treasurer. 

We  are  gratified  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  conduct 
and  success  of  the  school  have  been  equal  to  the  high  stand- 
ard which  has  characterized  its  management  for  a  number 
of  years  under  the  present  efficient  superintendent  and  the 
very  excellent  corps  of  teachers,  officers,  and  employees, 
selected  by  him.  The  reputation  of  the  school  is  such  that 
its  superintendent  was  recently  chosen  as  one  among  six 
leading  experts  in  the  United  States  in  work  for  the  blind, 
to  inspect  estates  offered  to  be  donated  to  the  national  govern- 
ment by  benevolent  persons  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  Baltimore, 
Md.,  for  the  training  and  re-education  of  American  soldiers 
blinded  in  the  war,  and  to  advise  as  to  the  best  plans  for  their 
utilization  in  that  benevolent  work. 

The  special  appropriations  made  for  the  improvement  and 
repair  of  buildings  and  grounds  were  partially  used,  and  the 
work  was  satisfactorily  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
superintendent.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  same  is  em- 
braced in  his  report  to  the  board,  and  we  refer  you  to  it  for 
a  more  comprehensive  statement. 

While  it  may  not  strictly  be  a  part  of  our  duty  to  call 
attention  to  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  blind  out- 
side of  the  confines  of  our  state's  school,  the  work  and  interest 
of  Mr.  Wilson,  the  superintendent,  in  behalf  of  the  adoption 
of  a  uniform  embossed  type  so  that  the  educated  blind  may 
all  be  able  to  read  and  write  in  the  same  system,  and,  thus,  be 
enabled  to  use  the  same  books  and  communicate  with  each 
other,  regardless  of  the  locality  in  which  they  may  be  edu- 
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cated,  we  deem  of  such  great  importance  that  we  feel  it  to 
be  our  duty  to  aid  and  support  him  in  all  his  efforts  in  that 
behalf.  We  call  special  attention  to  his  remarks  on  this  sub- 
ject in  the  concluding  part  of  his  report. 

We  deem  it  not  only  proper,  but  our  duty,  to  call  atten- 
tion to  what  the  superintendent,  in  his  report  to  the  board, 
has  so  clearly  presented  as  to  the  certainty  of  a  deficiency  in 
the  appropriation  for  maintenance  of  the  school  for  the 
present  year,  because  of  the  great  increase  in  prices  of  all 
supplies — in  some  instances  the  increase  being  as  much  as 
100  per  cent.  As  the  regular  appropriation  for  maintenance 
is  the  same  for  this,  as  for  last  year,  which  was  practically 
exhausted,  the  board  can  see  no  way  of  avoiding  a  deficiency, 
and,  therefore,  call  attention  to  what  is  certain  to  occur  that 
the  matter  may  be  considered  and  provided  for  in  due  time.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind: 
Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
twentieth  annual  report,  the  seventy-first  of  the  Indiana 
School  for  the  Blind,  covering  in  detail  the  work  for  the  fiscal 
year,  commencing  October  1,  1916,  and  ending  September  30, 
1917. 

The  school  was  continued  through  the  scheduled  number 
of  days  without  calling  upon  the  Governor  for  assistance  from 
the  institutional  emergency  fund.  This  was  done  only  by  the 
most  careful  management  and  the  most  rigid  economy 
throughout  every  department  of  the  School.  The  prevail- 
ing high  prices  of  almost  every  line  of  supplies  caused  the 
regular  expenses  to  exceed  by  far  those  of  any  previous  year 
in  the  history  of  this  School.  Only  supplies  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  present  needs  were  purchased  and,  because  of  this, 
many  departments  have  not  the  usual  stock  on  hand.  Little 
has  been  done  the  past  year  in  the  way  of  additions  to  the 
apparatus  and  equipment,  consequently,  these  have  somewhat 
deteriorated.  The  prospect  for  the  future  is  not  promising. 
To  illustrate,  I  give  the  prices  on  November  1,  1916,  and 
November  1,  1917,  of  three  important  items  bought  on  long 
time  contracts  with  the  probable  additional  cost  to  the  School 
for  the  ensuing  year:

Upon  these  three  items  alone,  the  annual  increase  will  be 
not  less  than  $6,755.00.  In  almost  every  instance,  the  same 
ratio  of  increase  prevails.  Either  supplementary  mainte- 
nance funds  will  have  to  be  secured  for  the  ensuing  year  or 
the  school  term  necessarily  will  be  shortened. 

The  plant  is  in  good  condition.  The  boilers  are  of  ample 
capacity,  and  the  steam  supply  and  return  system  is  giving 
good  service.  The  roofs  and  gutters  on  the  larger  build- 
ings have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  the  external  wood, 
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tin,  and  iron  work  repainted.  The  kitchen  has  been  com- 
pletely remodeled,  and  new  equipment  secured  where  needed. 
The  walks  on  Meridian  street  and  within  the  grounds  have 
been  put  in  good  repair.  At  no  time  in  the  past  have  the 
buildings,  plant,  and  grounds  been  in  better  condition  for  the 
comfort  and  work  of  the  pupils  than  at  present. 

The  school  work  has  been  of  the  usual  high  order.  All 
eligible  applicants  have  been  admitted  and  given  proper  in- 
struction. The  usual  good  health  has  prevailed.  The  inspec- 
tions by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  State  Board  of 
Accounts,  and  Board  of  State  Charities,  have  demonstrated 
that  the  School  is  doing  excellent  work  for  the  blind  children 
of  the  State. 

The  teachers  and  officers  are  largely  the  same  as  last 
year.  One  teacher.  Miss  Olive  Aughinbaugh,  after  seventeen 
years  of  faithful  and  conscientious  service  declined  reappoint- 
ment. The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  selection  of  Miss  Lillie 
L.  Wells,  recommended  by  the  State  University.  The  visi- 
tors' attendant.  Miss  Margaret  Schuler,  married;  and  this 
place  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Grace  Hudson. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  actual  attendance  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  was  fifty-five  males  and  fifty-one  females.  The 
average  attendance  for  the  school  year  was  57.79  males  and 
53.99  females.  The  total  enrollment  was  seventy-two  males 
and  seventy  females,  distributed  as  shown  in  the  following 
list:

INFORMATION. 


1.  The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  purely  educational. 
The  aim  is  to  give  a  practical  education  to  the  young  blind 
of  both  sexes  residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common  and  high 
school  branches  are  taught.  An  extensive  course  in  music 
is  available  to  all  who  have  talent  in  this  direction.  A  thor- 
ough course  is  given  in  several  industrial  trades,  such  as 
broom-making,  cane-seating  chairs,  sloyd,  and  piano-tuning. 
The  girls  learn  sewing  (by  hand  and  machine) ,  knitting,  cro- 
cheting, beadwork,  etc.  The  purpose  is  to  make  the  pupils 
useful,  contented,  self-supporting  citizens.  A  gymnasium  is 
equipped  and  a  special  teacher  drills  the  pupils  in  systematic 
physical  exercises.  Pupils  when  not  in  recitation  are  in 
charge  of  supervisors. 

2.  The  school  term  (nine  months)  commences  on  the 
fourth  Wednesday  of  September  and  closes  early  in  June. 
There  is  no  vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  Applicants  who  are  under  eight  or  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age  are  not  admitted. 

4.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind  or  of  confirmed 
immoral  character  will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  school, 
and  in  case  any  pupil  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompe- 
tent for  useful  instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations 
of  the  school,  such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  State;  and  tuition, 
board,  and  washing  are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils 
residing  in  Indiana.  The  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  must 
supply  them  with  comfortable  clothing,  suitable  for  summer 
and  winter  wear,  in  such  quantity  as  will  admit  of  neces- 
sary changes.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly 
marked  with  owner's  name  and  must  be  sent  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  must  be  defrayed  by 
parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be 
removed  from  school  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school, 
as  well  as  at  any  other  time  such  removal  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  proper  officers  thereof ;  and  in  case  of  failure 

(36) 
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of  friends  of  any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  pi'o- 
vision  is  made  by  the  law  for  sending  such  pupil  to  the  ti-ustee 
of  the  township  in  which  he  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided 
for  at  the  expense  of  the  township. 

7.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  required 
to  fill  the  prescribed  form  of  application  and  forward  the 
same  to  the  superintendent  of  the  school,  giving  truthful 
answers  to  the  interrogatories  therein  contained,  and  pi'o- 
curing  the  signature  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  the  certifi- 
cate thereunto  attached;  and  the  pupil  must  in  no  case  be 
sent  until  such  application  shall  have  been  received  and  f avoid- 
ably responded  to  by  the  superintendent. 

8.  The  superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in 
regard  to  the  school,  and  will  thankfully  receive  any  informa- 
tion concerning  those  who  should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  school  or  visiting  them 
can  not  be  accomodated  with  board  and  lodging. 

10.  That  the  work  of  the  school  may  be  done  to  the 
highest  good  of  all,  it  is  necessary  that  every  pupil  shall  be 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  term.  Faithful  work  and 
prompt  and  regular  attendance  are  essential  to  advancement 
and  promotion.  No  pupil  who  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term,  is  irregular  in  attendance  or  drops  out  before  the 
close  of  the  term,  can  hope  to  do  acceptable  work  and  receive 
promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excellent  reason  for  doing 
otherwise,  every  pupil  should  be  present  on  the  first  day  and 
remain  throughout  the  term. 

11.  Each  pupil  should  be  supplied  with  the  following 
articles  of  good  quality: 

BOYS — Two  hats,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pairs  of 
pants,  four  pairs  of  socks  or  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four 
shirts,  two  suits  of  underwear,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  six  hand- 
kerchiefs, two  pairs  of  suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes 
brush,  a  comb  and  a  hair  brush.  Small  boys  need  no  sus- 
penders, but  should  be  supplied  with  an  extra  suit  of  under- 
wear. 

GIRLS — Two  woolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  aprons, 
three  night  dresses,  two  suits  of  summer  and  three  of  winter 
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underwear,  two  dark  and  two  light  skirts,  six  pairs  of  stock- 
ings, six  handerchiefs,  a  wrap,  a  hat,  rubbers,  two  pairs  of 
shoes,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  a  hair  brush. 
The  above  supplies  will  be  necessary  within  the  year  and 
must  be  supplied  as  needed  that  the  children  may  be  kept  clean 
and  comfortable.  When  parents  are  not  able  to  furnish  the 
required  supplies,  they  should  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  the 
township  trustee,  who  will  provide  for  the  needs  of  those  who 
are  worthy. 

12.  It  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  guardians,  etc.,  to 
provide  for  all  incidental  expenses  of  pupils.  It  will  likewise 
be  necessary  for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the  school  to 
furnish  them  transportation  to  their  homes  at  the  close  of 
the  term. 


EMBOSSED  TYPE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 


Almost  from  the  foundation  of  the  first  school  i'or  thci 
blind  in  America,  the  form  of  embossed  type  has  been  a  most 
troublesome  question.  The  old  line  type  did  not  satisfy  the 
needs  of  touch  communication.  The  British  Braille  had 
serious  weaknesses,  especially  in  contractions.  To  overcome 
these  were  invented,  almost  simultaneously,  the  American 
Braille  and  the  New  York  Point.  Each  of  these  had  its 
advantages,  each  of  these  had  its  advocates,  but  each  failed  to 
meet  fully  the  needs  of  the  student.  For  four  decades,  the 
advocates  of  each  have  struggled  for  the  mastery  to  the  con- 
fusion and  disadvantage  of  the  blind  in  America. 

All  recognize  the  great  need  of  a  uniform  type,  but  here- 
tofore such  has  not  been  realized.  A  few  years  ago  there  was 
appointed  a  committee  of  blind  people  known  as  'The  Uni- 
form Type  Committee,"  to  study  out  some  solution  to  this 
vexatious  question.  After  much  earnest  consideration  and 
systematic  work,  a  new  type,  'The  Standard  Dot,"  was  pro- 
jected (perhaps  unwisely)  upon  American  people.  This  sys- 
tem was  approved  by  the  Association  of  Workers  for  the 
Blind,  and  a  joint  commission  from  this  association  and  the 
American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind,  was  ap- 
pointed to  study  further  the  situation,  to  make  tentative 
changes  if  necessary,  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Eng- 
lish, and  to  report  progress  to  the  latter  association  at  its 
meeting  in  Halifax  in  June,  1916.  This  commission  investi- 
gated the  question  carefully  and  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  only  possible  solution  was  in  the  adoption  of  the  English 
Braille  after  certain  improvements  in  contractions  were  se- 
cured. This  was  recommended  to  the  Halifax  convention  and 
after  careful  consideration  approved  by  a  vote  of  thirty- 
three  to  three.  The  commission  was  continued  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  progress  to  the  American  Association  of  Work- 
ers for  the  Blind,  at  its  meeting  at  Portland,  Maine,  in  June, 
1917.  To  this  association,  the  commission  recommended  the 
selection  of  the  English  (Continental)  Braille,  Grade  1,  and 
selections  from  Grade  2,  to  be  known  as  Grade  1 1-2,  until 
complete  accord  could  be  secured  with  the  English.  This  rec- 
ommendation was  unanimously  approved,  the  commission  con- 
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tinued  and  given  complete  authority  to  put  in  use  this  system 
which  will  render  mutually  intelligible  the  embossed  prints 
of  more  than  thirty  countries. 

There  now  only  remains  the  complete  approval  of  the  Con- 
vention of  Instructors  which  meets  at  Colorado  Springs,  in 
June,  1918,  and  the  selection  of  texts  and  general  literature, 
when  this  question  of  print  which  has  embarrassed  and 
impeded  most  seriously  every  movement  for  the  improvement 
of  the  blind  for  the  past  twenty-live  or  thirty  years,  will  for- 
ever be  settled. 

The  great  benefits  will  be  secured  in  the  cheapened  cost  of 
books,  the  increased  amount  of  literature,  and  the  facility  of 
intercommunication.
